of the greateft Wits, and the Sandi- 
on of the ableft Judges, Surpas, in 
his Lexicon, mentions feveral XeNo- 
PHONS, who were all famous in the 
moit learned Age and Nation of the 
World, wz. XENOpHON the Athenian, 
Author of the Cyropedia; XENOPHON 
the Cyprian, who wrote the Cyprian 
Hiftory ; Xznopuon the Antiochian, 
theBabylonianHiftory;and Xzwopuon 
the Lpheftan, the Epbefian Hiftory. 
All thefe, except the firft and laft, 
have been torn from us by the Inju- 
ries of Time, or the Ravages of bar- 
barous Nations; and no wonder, fince 
{o many hundreds of antient Authors 
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famous in Greece and Rome have fha- 
red their fate, whofe Names are {till 
rever'd, by the honourable mention 
made of them by their Cotempora- 
ries, tho’ their Works are loft: Yet 1 
am apt to believe fome of them, like 
this Piece, might fill be brought to 
light, if publick and private Libra- 
ries were throughly fearch’d for that 
Purpofe. This was found in the Li- 
brary of Monte Caffino in Florence, and 
is, undoubtedly, one of the greateft 
Curiofities this Age has. produced. 
Ancezius Poriritanus admird it 
fo much that he fcrupled not to rank 
the Author with Xznopnon the A- 
thenian; and Sarvintius, one of the 
moft learned Men in Jialy, took the 
pains to tranflate the whole Work in- 
to Italian. Henry Davenanrt Eig; 
fent his Copy of the Florentine Manu- 
{cript to Signor. ANTonIo CoccHl 
who gave it a Latm Verfion, and 
communicated it to the publick. 1 
have now attempted it in Eneli/h, and 
1 hope the Prefent may not be unnac- 
ceptable. I fhall not pretend to boaft 
of 
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of my Performance, tho’ had I not 
imagin’d my felf equal to the Task, 
I had not undertaken it. | may truly y 
affirm, I have neither willingly mi- 
ftaken, nor willfully mifreprefented 
my Author in any material Point ; nor 
have | varied from him in any Cir- 
cumftance farther than was necellary 
for the Embellifhment of the Story, 
and turning it into polite Anglz/p.

ami TCO ALE DES, one of the moft 
powerful, and wealthy Citizens of 
Ephefus, had, by his Wife Tur- 
misto, Of the fame City, a Son 
nam’d Asrocomas,loexceedingly 
beautiful, that neither Jozia, nor any other Coun- 
try could ever boaft the like. His Charms en- 
creas'd with his Years ; and the Gracefulnefs of 
B 
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his Perfon, and the Endowments of his ]f aq 
feem’d to vie with each other for cig di Aty : 

And tho’ he made all part cS Oi Fpelites pearhik 4g his 
Scudy, and feveral Kinds of Mufick his Diver- 
fion, yet did he not altogether neglect the manly 
Exercifes of Riding, and Martial Difcipline. By 
thefé Accomplifhments he endeared himfelf not 
only to the Epbefians, but to all the Afiaticks, who 
had great Hopes that he would, one Day, prove 
aneminent Citizen. They flatter’d his blooming 
Youth with more than human Honours ; nay, 





fome were not wanting to proftrate themfelves 
before him, and pay him Adoration. Hence, 
he began to be proud of the Endowments of his 
Mind, but muchmore, withthe Advantages of his 
Perfon ; and to defpife every Thing faid concer- 
ning him, as falling fhort of his real Merit: No 
Objeét was deem’d worthy of his Sight, nor any 
Subject of Difcourfe worthy his Attention ; and 
if he chane’d to hear of the Charms of any 
Youth, or Virgin, he would fall into immediate 
Laughter at the Ignorance of the Relater, as not 
knowing that all Perfef&tions of Body and Mind 
center’'d in him. Lovs, he look’d upon as no 
God, but altogether difdain’d and rejected him ; 
afferting that none could be captivated by a 
Diety, and enthrall’d againft his Will. Ifat any 
Time, he cuanc’d to caft his Eyes upon a Temple 
or 
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or Image of Love, he {mil’d, and infinuated that 
his own Beauty and Excellencies were fuperior to 
any God of that Sort: And this was the Turn 
of his Mind for a long Time; for wherefoever 
he approach’d, he difdain’d to contemplate, or 
even to beftow one Glance on any Picture or Sta- 
tue whatfoever. But Love, a Diety, ftubbormn, 
proud, and inexorable, laid Snares for him ; and 
as he feem’d fo hard to be fubdu’d, therefore 
arm’d with the keeneft of his Artillery, and the 
moft exquifite of his Poifons, he approach’d to- 
wards him, 


The yearly feftival in Honour of Drana wags 
held there, her Temple being fcarce feven Fur- 
longs diftant from the City, The Virgins of that 
Place, in their richeft Attire, affifted at the Cele 
bration thereof ; as alfothe young Men of the Age 
of Aprocomas, who was in his Sixteenth Year, 
and had the chief Place in that Solemnity. A 
mighty Concourfe of People, as well Strangers as 
Citizens, were prefent; and there the Virgins 
were wont to look out for Spoufes, and the young 
Men for Wives. The Proceffion mov’d regularly 
along, the holy Utenfils, Torches, Baskets and Per 
fumes led the Van, and were follow’d by the Hozfes, 
Hounds, and Hunting Accoutrements as well offen- 
fiveas defenfive. Each of the Virgin Train be- 
B2 hav'd 
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hav’d as in Prefence of her Lover ; They were 
led on by Aathia the Daughter of AZegamedes and 
Evippa, who far furpafs’d the reft in Beauty, and 
had now attain’d to the Age of Fourteen. The 
Elegance of her Drefs added nothing to the 
ComelinefS of her Perfon: Her Golden Hair was 
partly bound up in Treffes, but the greateft Part 
thereof hung loofe, and fported in the Wind. 
Her piercing Eyes carried Mirth, as a Maid 5 but 
darted Severity, as an Emblem of Chaftity. Her 
‘Attire was a Purple Gown, hanging loofe from 
her Wafte to her Knees; the Skin of a Fawn 
girded it round, on which hung her Quiver and 
Arrows. She bore her hunting Arms, and Ja- 
velins, and her Hounds follow’d her. The Ephe- 
fians beholding her in the Grove, have often a- 
dor’d her as their Goddefs ; and the Multitude 
viewing her, have ery’d out with Amazement ; 
fo that there has been a ftrange Confufion of Voi- 
ces, one Part affirming her to be Diana her felf, 
the other, one of her Companions ; but all agreed 
in offering up their Requefts to her, in paying her 
Adoration, and pronouncing her Parents above 
Meafure happy. Fair Anthia was in every one’s 
Mouth, and among the Train of Virgins then 
paffing by, none feem’d to mention any Name 
but hers. Yet Azsrocomas no fooner ap- 
proach’d, with his Retinue of young Men, a moft 
agreeable 
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agreeable Sight ! than her Idea flipt infenfibly out 
of the Minds of each of them, and all Eyes were 
fix’d upon him. Aftonifh’d with the Sight! 
they fuddenly cry’d out, O beauteous Arro- 
comas! incomparable in thy Perfeétions! ex- 
prefs Image of a God! Nay, fome of them pro- 
ceeded to add, How equal would be the Band 
between him and Azthia, Thefe were the firft 
Symptoms of Love: But immediately after, a 
mutual Efteem for each other, €¢iz’d them both ; 
and from that Time, Anruta is in Raptures at 
the Sight of Azrocomas, and ABrocomas at 
the Sight of Anruia3 who, till that Inftant, 
had been unacquainted with the foft and tender 
Paffion. | 


When the Proceffion was over, all the Multi- 
tude enter’d the Temple to offer Sacrifice, and the 
Order of the Solemnity ceas’d. There was a 
promifcuous Croud of old Men and Women, 
young Men and Virgins, There it was, where 
Awnrura was charm’d with the Perfon of Az Ro- 
comas, and there Aprocomas was {mitten 
with Love, and held his Eyes fix’d upon An- 
ruta; neither could he, nor indeed fought he 
to avoid that tempting Obje& ; for the God of 
Love had lain in Wait for him, and enfnar’d 
him. AnrTuia was grievoufly tortur'd, having 

ye with 
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with greedy, and expanded Eyes received the 
Beauties of AprocoMas into her Heart ; where- 
fore now rejecting the common Forms which re- 
firain Virgins from declaring their Sentiments, 
fhe fpoke her Mind freely in her Aprocomas’s 
Hearing ; and at the fame Time expos’d her de- 
licate Limbs to his View, fo far as the Cuftom of 
the Country allow’d. He, giving his Eyes and 
his Defires a full Loofe, immediately yielded 
himfelf a Captive to Love. ‘The Sacrifice being 
finifh’d, they departed thence, full of Difcontent, 
complaining of the Shortnefs of the Time. They 
ftop again, and again, with an eager Defire of 

cholding each other, and often return, making 
numerous Exxcufes for their Delay. So foon as 
they came Home, they were fenfible into what 
Mileries they were fallen: The Hopes of another 
Interview feiz’d them, Love was kindled, and the 
remain'ng Part of the Day was fo much employ’d 
in indulging that Pafion, that when Night ap- 
proach’d, they were tormented with the greatett 
Anxieties of Mind imaginable ; neither of them 
being able to bear the extreme Violence thereof: 
Axsrocomas {eizing, and tearing his Apparel, 
crics out, “ Wo is me! Wretch that Iam! what 
*° Miferies do I undergo ! Hitherto I have fhew’d 
“ my felf valiant, defy’d Love, and laugh’d at 
L. theGod; but now I am conquer’d and enflav’d, 
« and 
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€ and fore’d to own Subjection to a Maid. Every 
« Mortal, now, excels me in Beauty, and I shall 
“ henceforth make no Scruple to acknowledge 
“ Love’s Diety. O wretched, weak Youth that 
“ Tam! But fhall I not refift? fhall I not con- 
“ tinue my Refolutions? dhall not my Charms 
« fill furpafs thofe of the God of Love? fhall 
“ IT now meanly and fervilely ftoop to the Cha- 
“ ftifement of that God whom i formerly ditt 
*¢ dain’d ?, ’Tis true, dhe is divinely fair, but 
« what then ? Anruia who fhines fo bright in 
1 AB rocomas’s Byes is a Virgin: Away! let 
no fuch Thoughts enter my Heart, nor let 
“< Love ever gain the upper Hand.” Whilft he 
was thus fpeaking, the God attacks him afreih, 
with greater Violence, draws him on, in {pite of 
Refiftance, and tortures him, notwithftanding 
all his Efforts to the contrary. He, no longer 
able to endure the Smart, proftrating himfelf to 
the Ground, ery’d out, “ O Love, thou art now 
< a Conqueror! Jet a huge Trophy be erected to 
“ Thee out of Agracoras’s Spoils! See here a 
«¢ Slave, fuppliant, undone, yet Thine! flying 
“¢ for Succour to Thee, the Soveraign of all Be- 
“ ings! Difdain me not! nor infli& too fevere a 
«¢ Penalty on my paft Infolence! Before I was 
«¢ fenfible of thy Power, I bore my felf too haugh- 
€ tily, but now, grant me my beloved Anruia,

< and fhew that thou arta God, who delighteft 
& more in fhewing Mercy to the fuppliant, than 
€ in punifhing the ftubborn and inflexible.” 
Here he broke off, but the God ftill retaining his 
Wrath, was refolv’d to give him a bitter Chaftife- 
ment for his former Contempt of his Diety. 


Anruta was alfo much difturb’d in Mind, 
and being no longer able to endure her Torment, 
arofe, and tho’ fhe endeavour’d to conceal her 
Griefs from all prefent, yet could fhe not forbear 
breaking forth into thefe Exclamations : “ Alas! 
*¢ Cfays fhe) into what ftrange Miferies am I fal- 
€ len! Lam enflam’d with a Paffion, inconfiftent 
with my Years, and involv’d in a new kind of 
« Trouble, unbecoming a Virgin! ABRocomas’s 
* Love diftracts me ; a beauteous Youth he is in-~ 
&€ deed, but too much addicted to Pride. W here 
«¢ will my Defires end ? Where will my Griefs 
« terminate ? He, whom I love, is fierce and 
€ cruel, I, a poor Maid, furrounded with Guards. 
cc Whom fhall I choofe fora Comforter? to whom 
c fhall I communicate my Sorrows ? When ‘hall 
“I, once more, fee Aprocomas?” Thus, 
both the Lovers pafs’d away the Night, in a 
continued Sorrow. They had each others Idea 
before theix Eyes, and each other’s Image pof- 
fefs’d their Hearts. 

Aifoon 
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Affoon as the Dawn appear’d, Aprocomas 
haften’d to his ufgal Exercifes. The Virgin, ac-- 
cording to Cuftom, attended the Worthip of the 
Goddefs. They were much fatigu’d, and difpi- 
rited, with the Troubles of the preceding Night. 
Their Eyes appear’d dull and languid ; their Co- 
lour was loft, and they were every way much 
chang’d. It was now to no purpofe for them to 
tarry in the Temple, to gaze on each other, be- 
caufé, thro’ an extraordinary Dread, neither of 
them durft prefume to declare their real Senti- 
ments to the other. Azrocomas, in the mean 
time, figh’d and wept, and turn’d himfelf to 
his dear Anrura, who pitied his Sufferings, 
liften’d to his Complaint, and fympathiz’d with 
him in all his Sorrows. And when any Virgins 
or Women look’d upon Asrocomas, (for all 
beheld him with Admiration) fhe could not for- 
bear fhewing her Grief, fearing left fhe fhould 
appear lefs pleafing in his Eyes. Each of the 
Lovers, unknown to the other, offer’d up their 
Vows to the Goddefs. Asrocomas’s Malady 
éncreas’'d daily, infomuch that he was no longer 
able to conceal it. His Body was fo much dif- 
figur'd, and his Mind fo much deprefs’d, that 
Lycomepes and Tuemisro were in the utmoft 
Trouble imaginable concerning their Son, as be- 
ing 
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ing altogether ignorant of what had happen’d 
to him, but fomewhat fufpicious from the Alte- 
ration of his Countenance. Mrcamenes and 
Eyippa were in no lefs Fears for their Daughter 
Anrura, whom they faw daily wafting, with- 
out any apparent Caufé of fuch Decay, The 
Priefts and Soothfayers are at length, brought, 
to the Virgin, to confult about her Troubles, and 
adminifter Relief. They, indeed, offer Sacrifi- 
ces, ufe numerous Libations, utter certain bar- 
barous and uncooth Expreffions, affirm they 
have appeafed the Wrath of, I know not what, 
Dieties ; and pronounce that her Malady pro- 
ceeded from the infernal Gods, Many Sacrifices 
were alfo offer’d by Lycomepes for ApRoco- 
mAs, and many Prayers were made to the Gods, 
but neither of the Lovers were eafed by thefé 
Means on the contrary, their Pains were rather 
augmented, and both of them, labouring under 
fuch a dreadful Diftemper, were in daily Appre- 
henfions of Death ; tho’, at the fame time, they 
had not the Courage to unfold the Caufe of 
their Sufferings to each other. But at length 
their Parents {ent to confult the Gods, and to 
enquire into the Caufé of their Difeafe, as well 
as its Remedy, 
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The Temple of Apoxzo at Colophon is not far 
diftant from Ephefus, a thort Ferry of na more 
than eighty Furlongs in Breadth, feparating the 
two Cities. Théy, who were fent thither by 
their Parents, intreating the God to deliver 
true Oracles, receiv’d, from him, an Anfwer 
common to both, in thefé Verfes. 


You'd learn the Rife, and Fnd of all their Grief, 
Their Ills the fame, demand the fame Relief ; 

A Scene of Woes, and weary Toils I fee 

Fix’d on them both, by Fate’s fevere Decree : 
Long {hall they bear the Sea’s inceffant Rage, 

And long, on Shore, with num’rous Deaths engage : 
Seiz'd by a Race, the Troublers of the Main, 
Long fhall they groan beneath a fervile Chain, 

One Bed, one Pile, one Tomb fhall both contain : 
Mean while, free Gifts on Wis Altar lay, 

Who will them, fafe, to feven-mouth'd Nile convey 
And when thefe threat’ning Storms are overblown, 
Cloudlefs, and calm, (hall their baft Sun go down. 


_  Thefe Anfwers were no fooner brought to 

Ephefus, than both their Parents were aftonith’d, 
as not able to find out what Mifchiefs were foree 
told concerning their Children, for they could 
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not poffibly conceive what a Difeafe, Toiles, 
Bonds, Tomb, River, and the Affiftance they were 
to expect from a God, could mean, They there- 
fore concluded, after a long Confultation, to do 
as much as in them lay, to mitigate the Severity. 
of the Oracle, by fpeedily joining their Children 
together in Marriage ; as deeming, the God poin- 
ted out that State for them: And the Nuptials 
being confummated, they determin’d, next, to 
fend them, for fome Time, to travel. Now, every 
Place throughout the City, was full of Featting, 
and Garlands ;, and the defign’d Marriage was, 
every where, {poke of with Joy. They were 
pronoune’d happy by all; Asrocomas, in that 
he was to be married to the fair ANruia, and 
She, in being about to enjoy fo {weet a Spoufé as 
Asrocomas. He, fully affur'd of the Oracle’s 
Anfwer, and the intended Nuptials, was never- 
thelefs fo overjoy’d at the Thoughts of gaining 
Anrura, that he was not at all difturb’d at the 
Prophecy ; as deeming his prefent Joy fufficient 
to ovetballance all future Sorrows. ANruraalfo 
was fo glad that Anrocomas fhould be hers, 
that fhe flighted all the Threats of Flight, and 
other Calamities ; becaufe fhe look’d upon him, 
as hei fole Comfort in all future Changes of For 


tune. 


When 
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When, therefore, the time of the Nuptials drew 
nigh, the Vigils were celebrated, and many Sacrifi 
ces offer’d up to the Goddefs. Thefe Rites finifh’d, 
and the Night come, every Thing feem’d to 
delay the Withes of the new married Pair. They 
conducted the Virgin into the Bridal-Chamber by 
Torch-light, finging an Epithalamium, praying 
for Happinefs, and entreating the Guefts to fit 
down. The Bridal-Chamber was fumptuoufly 
adorn’d : -The Golden Bed, fpread over witha 
Purple Covering, and form’d, over-héad, like a 
Babylonian Tent, with Cloth of various Colours, 
Now enter’d the {porting Loves, whereof fome 
attended on Venus, who was there reprefented. 
Others rode upon Sparrows, as upon Hortes : 
Some wove Garlands, others brought Offerings 
of. Flowers. Ina different Part was Mars, not 
cloath’d in Armour, but adorn’d, as ready to fink 
down in the foft Embraces of Venus. A Gar- 
land furrounded his Temples, a Cloak covered 
his Shoulders, and Love holding a lighted Torch, 
conduéted him. ANtTH1a was no fooner intro- 
duc’d into this Tent, and prefented to Axzro- 
comas, than the Guetts difpers’d, and the Doors 
were closd. Then, the fame Pailion feiz’d both 
the Lovers at once : Neither of them were able 
to fpeak; nor were either of them able to look 

each 
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each other in the Face. They lay, as it were, 
entranc’'d in an Extacy of Joy: They were a- 
fham’d, fearful, breathlefs, and even immers’d 
in unwonted Raptures. Their Joints trembled, 
their Limbs fhook, and their Spirits were in a 
violent Agitation. AsRrocemas, affoon as he 
recover 'd himfelf a little, embrac’d his weeping 
Anruta, who pour’d forth Tears, as the Em- 
blems of her inward Witfhes. And “ O moft de- 
“ firable Night, cry’d he, how many Nights of 
Grief have I undergone, before I could arrive 
* at this ? O my Maid, dearer to me than Light, 
‘¢ and happier than any Virgin in all the Records 
“of ancient Times. Thou haft a Lover for 
** whom the faireft Maids would gladly live or 
“die” Having thus faid, he kifs’d her, and re- 
ceiv'd her Tears, which were, to him, {weeter than 
Nettar, and more efficacious towards the cure 
of his Malady, than all the power of Me. 
dicine. “O my Azporcomas, faid the, inter. 
“ rupting him, do I really feem 0 fait in your 
Eyes? and can Ibe {0 pleafing to you, who 
are fo exquifitely form’d in your own Perfon ? 
O fearful, and regardlefS! how long will you 
delay your Love, and how long ‘hall that 
continue to be the leaft of your Cares; hence, 
‘tis no Difficulty to learn how much you fym- 
“ pathize with my Sufferings ; yet now receive 
 thof¢ 
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thofe Tears, and fuffer thefe precious Locks 
of yours to drink off the Cup of Love. Let 
us Cleave to each other in mutual Embraces, 
that our Garlands may be bedew’d with Tears, 
and that they may be Witnefles of our Loves. 


At thefe Words, fhe incircled him with her 
Arms, and mov’d his Locks to her Eyes. Their 
Garlands met together on their Brows, and their 
Lips joining in foit Kiffes, convey’d thenceto their 
Souls, their moft tender and paffionate Thoughts, 
She beftowing a thoufand Kiffes upon his Eyes, 
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O how often, cry’dout, have you tormented 
me with unfurmountable Griefs! You firft 
transfix’d my Soul with your keen Darts. You 
who were once fo full of Pride and Arrogance, 
are now full of Love and Kindnefs. You well 
deferve my Endearments, for conveying my 
Affe&tions to Abrocomas’s Heart. You I there- 
fore kifs, and to You I now remove my Eyes, 
thefe Adorers of Aprocomas. O may you 
ever continue to receive fuch Objects! may 
you never henceforth, fhew a Virgin of an 
elegant Form to my Lover; nor fhall any o- 
ther Man, from this time, ever feem beauti- 
ful in my Sight. Behold thofe Hearts you 
have enflam’d, thofe receive, and preferve with 


¢ the utmoft Diligence.” Having thus faid, they 
join’d in a clofe Embrace, and ceas’d Difcourte, 








Then 
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Then it was, they firft tafted Love’s pleafing 
Joys ; and during the Night, they ftrove which 
fhould outdoe each other in the amorous En- 
gagement. 


So foon as the Day appear’d, they arofe with 
a more than ordinary Cheerfulnefs, theGods ha- 
ving then granted them the full and long defired 
Completion of their Withes. Their whole Life 
was, then, one continued Feftival, fo charg’d 
with Mirth and Banquets, that the Oracle’s Re- 
fponfe was entirely buried in Oblivion. But the 
Fates had not chang’d their Decrees, neither 
were they forgot by that God who gave the 
Oracles; for, in a fhort Time, as their Parents 
had before determined, they were fent abroad, to 
fee other Cities, and other Countries: For they 
imagin’d the Anfwer would be compleated, if 
they were, for fome Time, abfent from Ephefus. 
All things were ftraight prepar’d for their Depar- 
ture; choice Ships, and expert Sailors provided, 
great Variety of Sea-Stores put on Board, many 
rich and different Kinds of Apparel allow’d 
them, with an ample Paffport to fecure them. 
They facrifis’d to Drana for a profperous Voy- 
age, and the Prayers and Tears of the whole 
Multitude attended their Departure, as tho’ they 
had been their own Children. Their Ship was 
bound, 
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bound to Ag ypt, and when the Hour of failing 
approach’d, and the Veffel was ready to launch 
into the Deep, the Crowd of young Men and 
Maids; and all the great Multitude of the Citi- 
zens of Ephefws follow’d them, many of * * * 
with Torches and Perfumes. Lycomepes and 
‘THemisto, inthe mean time, revolving in their 
Minds all the aforemention’d Accidents, the Ora- 
cle, their Son, and his Travels, funk down to 
the Earth with Sorrow; but Mecamepes and 
Evippa being of a more courageous Difpofition, 
waited the more earneftly for the Accomplith- 
ment of the Prediction. | 


Now began the Sailors to bawl aloud, the An- 
chors were weigh’d, the Pilot took his Place, the 
Ship gain’d Way, and the promifcuous Shouts, 
as well of thofe on the Shore, as of thefé on 
Board, fucceeded: Thofé calling out, “ O! dear 
“ Children, fay, Shall your tender and indulgent 
“* Parents ever behold you again?” And Thefe, 
“O Parents! Shall we ever again receive the 

“* Happinefs of feeing you?” Hence follow’d 
Tears, Wailings, Sighs, every one, on Shore, call. 
ing to thofe on board, by Name, as it were to 
imprint their Ideas the firmer on their Memory, . 
Mercamepes taking a Cup, pours out his Li, 

G bation, 
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bation, and offers up his Prayers fo loud as to be 
heard to the Ship: “ Farewell, my dear Chil- 
“* dren, cries he, and may you avoid the unhap- 
“* py Predi€tion ; may the Ephefians again receive 
*< you fafe and found; and may you, onee more, 
*¢ tafte the Sweets of your native Soil.” But, if 
“ the Gods have otherwife decreed, know, we 
“ fhall not long furvive you. We fuffer you to 
<“ undertake an Expedition, dangerous indeed, 
“ but neceflary. ” A Flood of Tears reftrain’d 
him from further fpeaking, and all the Multitude 
return’d into the City, exhorting him, by Turns, 

to be of good Courage. : 


Agrocomas and Anrura comforted, and 
embrac'd cach other, while a thoufand Thoughts 
gccurd. They had Compaffion on their Parents, 
a Defire for their Country; they dreaded the 
Oracle’s Anfwer; they fear’d the SuccefS of the 
Voyage; but their only Comfort was, they. 
were both in one Vefiel. That Day, they fail’d 
with a profperous Gale, and reach’d Samos, an 
Iland facred to Juno. There, they Sacrifice, 
there they Sup, there they ofter up their Prayers, 
and, as {oon as Night approach’d, profecute 
their Voy2ge. In the Second Days failing they 
had much Difcourfe, Whether the Fates would 
always fulfer them to live together? AsBRoco- 
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Mas fetching a deep Sigh, and remembring his 
paft Troubles, “O my ANTuHrA, fays he, dear- 
“er to me than Life, how happy fhould I be 
€ would the Gods permit us to enjoyHealth, and 
« preférve us together, but if we are doom’d to 
fuffer, why fhould we be feparated ? Let us 
{wear folemnly to each other, Thou, my bet. 
ter Part, to preferve thy felf for ever chafte, 
and never to receive the Addreffes of any Man, 
I, never to offer Love to any other Woman. ” 
Antuia no fooner heard this, than fhe wept 
bitterly,  O my Azkocomas, fays fhe, why 
“¢ fhouldft thou faffer {ach Thoughts to. harbour 
in thy Breaft ? If I fhould be torn from thee, 
canft thou fuppofe I would ever encourage the 
 Addreffes of another, when I am not able to 
** live one Moment without thee? I call the 
great Diana, my Country’s GoddefS, to wit- 
ne{s, and this Sea we are now paffing over, as 
alfo the God who Sceiptcs his Power over us

both, that were I depriv’d of Thee, for never 
fo fmall a Space of Time, I should neither en. 
‘¢ joy Light nor Life afterwards.” Asroco- 
MAs took his Oath to the fame Purpofe, and 
that Circumiftance of Time added no {mall Ter- 
ror to their Oaths on both Sides. Their Ship, 
in the mean time, paffed by Cous and Cnidos, 
and came within Sight of Rhodes, a large and 
C 2 beautitul 
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beautiful Ifland. There, the Sailors pretended a 
Neceffity of cafting Anchor, as well to takein a 
Store of Water, as to refrefh the Paffengers, 
who had already endured the Fatigues of a long 
Voyage. 





Their Ship is accordingly brought into Rhodes, 
the Mariners go on Shore, Azprocemas alfo 
defcends, -handing down his beloved Anruta. 
The Rhoedians affemble together to gaze on their 
Beauty, and whoever beheld them could not keep 
Silence. Some cry’d out, That a God and God- 
defS were arrived, others offer’d them Adorati- 
on, and beg’d they would be propitious to them. 
The Names of Anrrocomasand Anruta foon 
reach’d the moft diftant Parts of the City ; the 
Citizens made publick Prayers to them, offer’d 
many Sacrifices, and proclaim’d the Day of their 
Arrival, a Feftival. They, having view’d the 
City, dedicate their Golden Armour to the Sun, 
hang them up in his Temple, and in Memory 
thereof, have this Epigram infcrib’d upon them. 


Young Asrocomas and ANTHIA, bere, 
Ephefian Citizens, their Strength retrieve, 
And to the Sun, great Ruler of the Year, 


Thee Gclden Arms, a grateful Prefent leave. 


After 
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After the Dedication was ended, they tarried 
fome few Days in the Iland ; but then, the Mar- 
riners prefling for their Departure, and their Pro- 
vifions being put of Board, they unmoor’d, a 
great Multitude of the Rhodians following them. 
A pleafing Gale, and a profj perous Pate attended 
them all that Day ; and, the next Night, they 
reach’d the Sea, commonly call’d the eZgyptian 
Sea: But, the Day following, the Wind ceafing, 
they lay becalm’d; hence happen’d a flow {ail- 
ing, a neglect of Duty in the Marriners, as alf@ 
Featting and Drunkenneis. 


Then begun the Prediftions of the Oracle to be 
fulfilled. A Woman in a Purple Habit, of a tér- 
rible Afpeét, and more than human Size, feem’d 
to ftand upon Azgrocomas’s Ship; ‘he de- 
nounc’d Death to the Crew, and affurd hi m, 
that, after moft of the reft were fwallow’d up by 
the Waves, or fallen by Fire, or Sword » He, with 
Anruia, fhould efcape: He was exceedingly 


troubled at this Vifion, but no fooner recovered 
himfelf, than he prepar’d for the Event, which 
accordingly happen’d, 


For a huge Rhodian Pyrate Galley, with three 
Banks of Oars, had chofen this Place for her 
Station. The Pyrates themielves were Phavicians, 
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and made a Shew as if their Galley had beefi loa- 
den with Merchandifé, whereas, in reality, fhe 
was full of ftout and undaunted Sailors. They 


had receiv’d Iitellizence, that the Ship, they lay 
in waite for, was freighted with Gold, and Silver, 
befides Slaves, and other things of great Value: 
They refolved, therefore, to fall upon them, by 
Surprize ; to flay all who refifted, and carry the 
others into Phawicia, to be difpofed of, aniong 
the reft of the Cargoe, they looking upon them; 
as below their Rage: The Name of the Captain 
of thofé Pyrates was Corymaus, a young Man 
of a fierce Afpect, piercing Eyes, anda Beard 
rough and deform’d. No fooner had the Pyrate 
Crew takeri thefe Refolutions, than they came up 
with Asrocomas’s Ship, and it being then near 
Mid-day, while all the Sailors lay wallowing ii 
Sloth and Debauchery, part of them drown’d in 
Sleep, and the reft half-dead,; Corymsus aps 
proaches with his fwift Galley, and when they 
came nigh enough, the favage Crew, compleatly 
arm’d, leapt into the Ship, with each his Sword 
in Hand. Then, fome of the Martiners, in the 
utmoft Confternation, throw themfelves over 
board, and perifh; others, running to their 
Arms, to defend themfelves, are fuddenly flain. 
Asrocomas and Anruia prefs forward to meet 
CorymsBus, and filling down before him, em- 
| brae’d 
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brac’d his Knees. “ Our Treafures, fay they, 
** take freely into thy Pofieffion, and our felves 
“ we yield to thee, to remain at thy Difpofal ; 

“ but we adjure thee, by this Sea, and by that 
Right-hand of thine, to forbear to flay thofé 
who voluntarily furrender themfelves into thy 
** Power. Carry us whitherfoever it fhall pleate 
thee: Sell us as Slaves, only out of meer Com- 
** paffion, grant that we may be both fold to one 
** Matter.” Corymeus lift mng to this Dif 
courte, commands their Lives to be {pared ; and 
when his Crew had taken on board the moft va- 
luable part of the Lading, with Asrocomas 
and Anrura, and tome few of the Slaves , they 
fet Fire to the Ship, {0 that .all the Markinets 
who efcap’d the Fury of the Sword, perifh’d in 
the Flames, it, being thought neither eafy nor 
fafe to bring them away. A miférable Scene it 
was, to behold one pare of the Ship’s Company 
hurry’d into Slavery, and the other, ftill on 
board their flaming Veffel, wringing their Hands, 
and bewailing their bitter Fate. They were 
heard to cry out, “ Whither, O my Mafters, 

* will ye be ao ? What Laid will now re- 
<. ceive you ? What City will you inhabit ? ” 
And they who were going into Slavery anfwer’d, 
© thrice happy you, who are to fuffer imme- 
* diate Death, rather than enter into Bondage, 
and 
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“and experience the Chains of this Pyratical 
¢ Crew.” In the mean while Azrocomas’s 
Tutor, an old Man, of a venerable Afpeé, and 
worthy of Compaffion, on account of his grey 
Hairs, not able to fee Arrocomas hurried into 
Slavery, caft himfelf headlong into the Sea, and 
endeavourd to gain the Pyrate Galley by fwim- 
ming ; crying out, at the fame time, * O Axz- 
“ Rocomas, my Son, where doft thou leave 
“ thy hoary Tutor ? Whither art thou going ? 
Do thoy flay me, a miferable Wretch, with 
“ thy own Hands, and perform my Funeral 
" ** Rites, who am not able to live without thee.” 
Having thus faid, and defpairing, at laft, to gain 
the Ship, wherein Azrocomas was, he yielded 
him{elf to the Mercy of the Waves, and was 
drowned, No Scene could be more dreadful to 
Axzrocomas than this, he oft ftretch’d out his 
Hands to him, and intreated the Pyrates to re- 
ceive him on Board. But they flighted his Re- 
queit. After three Days failing they arriv’d at 
‘Lyre, a City in Phenicia, where they dwelt * * * 
they led their Prifoners not into the City, but to 
a neighbouring Houfe of Apsyrrus (who was 
Maiter of the Pyrate Crew, and whofe Subftitute 
CorymMBus was) for the more convenient Divi- 
7 fion 
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cafting a continual Eye on Asrocomas, was 

defperately enamour’d with him, and his Paffion 

encreafed daily. He was, however, fenfible how 

difficult it would be to obtain his Defires, for he 

faw how deeply Azrocomas was fimitten with 

Anrura, and what inward Tortures he endured 

for her Sake: Yet, therein, he feem’d to hazard 

his own Safety, and run headlong into imminent 

Danger. But when he arriv’d at Tyre, being no 
longer able to contain himéelf, he firft endeayour’d 
to oblige ABROCOMAS with Offices of Kindnefs, 
exhorted him to be of good Cheer, and usd 
his utmoft Endeavours that all thofe fhould feem 
Aéts of meer Humanity. He afterwards commu- 
nicated the fecret of his Amour to Euxinus 
one of his Fellow-Pyrates, and intreated his A{- 
fiftance, begging, at the fame Time, his beft Ad- 
vice, by what Means he might force the Youth 
to Compliance: Euxinus was overjoy’d to hear 
thefe News from Corymsus, for he had. been a 
long time in Love with AnruiA, and for her 
Sake had firffer’d all the Torments imaginable > 
He alfo declar’d his Paffion to CoRYMBUS, and. 
withall added, That it was to no Purpofe to hurry 
themflves into unneceffary Dangers, becautle 
the moft advent’rous did not always bear away 
the Prize they aim’d at. We may, faid he, re- 
gueft, and receive them as a Prefent from Ap- 
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34. XENOPHO N's 


syrtus.  Thofe Speeches eafily perfwaded him, 
wherefore they agreed mutually to affift each 
other, that is, that Euxinus fhould endeavour 
to win Azrocomas by foft Language, and Co- 
RYMBUS ufe the fame Means to prevail with Ane 
ru1a. They weigh’d all Things in their Minds, 
and had much Difcourfe concerning every thing 
which could reafonably happen in the Affair, 
now and then {wearing to eaeh other, to obferve 
their Compaé. They accordingly haften’d the 
Matter forwards, and fe'gning fome private Af 
fairs with them, one of them draws ANTHIA 
afide, and the other AxBROcomAsS, who were 
both much mov’d, as fufpetting fuch a Vifit 
could portend them no Good, However, Eu. 
XINUS, On CoRymsBus’s Account, accofted 
AsRrocomas in this Jy anner, © I make no 
“ Doubt, feet Youth, but your prefent Misfor- 
tune grieves you, and that you are exceeding- 
ly troubled, from a Freeman to become a 
Slave, and from a rich Man to be overwhelm’d 
with Poverty. Weigh all thefé Things deli- 
berately, reft contented with your prefent For- 
tune, and reverence your prefent Matter. 
But know, that ’tis in your Power to regain 
your Liberty, and be reinftated in Profperity,, 
if you fhow your flf obfequious to your Lord 
~ Corymsus. He dearly loves you, and de« 
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 fions to make you Mafter of all his Houfe ; 
< You will be obliged to undergo no Hardin ss, 
“ only confent to his Will, and you win his 
“ Heart for ever. Confider where you are! 
“& No Affiftant nigh —~ an unknown Land ——~ 
“ your Lords. Pyrates —— and no Poffibility of 
< efcaping Punifhment if you reject his Promifes. 
What Advantage can you now reap from a 
« Wife, or Family ? or what Occafion can your 
<“ tender Years have for a Miftrefs ? Ponder all 
« thefe Things in your own Breaft, buit be cares 
< fil to refpett your prefent Lord, and obey his 
< Cominands.” Asrocomas, hearing this, was 
ftruck dumb, at firft, and knew not what An- 
{wer to make : He groan’d, and pour’d fortha 
Flood of £Tears, but at laft, reflecting into whofe 
Hands he was fallen, he eritreated Euxinus to 
erant him alittle Time to confider w hat Anfwe 

he fhould returns Euxinus accordingly left 


him. 


Corymaus was no lef bufied in declaring the 
Paffion of Euxinus to Anruta, and the pre- 
fent Neceffity the was in of obeying her Lord’s 
Will. Hepromis’d largely. A lawful Marriage, 
abutidance of Wealth, and ai: Affluence of all 
T hings was to be her’s, if fhe condefcended. She 
return’d the fame Anfwer to Conymaus, which 
‘Da ABROCOMAS 
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Azsrocomas had before givén to Euxinus, 
requefting a little time to deliberate. Euxinus 
and Cory Meus having met together, impatiently 
waited for each other’s Speech, and little doubted 
but they would eafily bring them to a Comply-

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@Brocomas and Anruia, retiring 





2] into an inner Chamber, communi- 
y | cated to each other, every thing 
ESISH|| they had heard, and proftrating 
themfeélves to the Earth, begun to 

lament, and cry out, “O deareft Parents! O 
“ Country! O Kindred! O Friends!” Asro- 
comas at length recovering himfelf, “ Alas, fays 
« he, What will become of us Wretches ! What 
« muft we fuifer in this Neft of Pyrates, being, 
every Hour, fubject to their Infults! Now do 
“ we feel the beginning of the Perdiction, and 
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now am I juftly punith’d by the Gods, for my 
former Pride. Corymsus burns for the Love 
of me, Evxinus, of Thee; O how unhappy 
is Beauity to both of us! Havel preferv’d my 
felf chafte fo long, to ftoop to the Ltift of a 
filthy Robber at lait ? What a miferable Life 
fhould I lead, after I had committed fuch a 
deteftable Crime ? and how fhould I breathe, 
depriv’d of my Anruia? But, by my Cha- 
ftity, I {wear to remain for ever Thine; and 
my Chaftity fhall appear in Death, before I 
will confent to obey Corymsus.” Having 


thus faid, he burft forth irito Tears, and ANTHia 
replied, “ Alas, with how many, and how great 


Evils are we, poor Wretches, furrounded ? 
We fliall foon feel their Violence; in endea- 
vouring to fhock our prefent Refolutions. We 
{hall foon experience Slavery. Shall any one, 
raging with Luft, hope to enjoy me? Shall 
any obtain his Defires of me, after my AtRo- 
comas? I fhall never chufe Life on thefe 
Terms ; nor ever wilh to behold the Sun, after 
having fuffer’d fuch a Difgrace : Its refolved. 
Tho’ we die, my Azrocomas, We fhall en- 
joy each other in Death, nor fhall any Trou- 


‘ bles ever reach us afterwards: 


Thus 








Thus were their Refolutions fix’d. But, in 
the mean while, Apsyrt us Captain of the Py- 
rates, impatiently expetted the Return of Coz 
RYMBU s,hoping he would come home full fraughe 
with precious Merchandife. He no fOoner caft 
his Eyes upon Azsrocomas and Anrura, than 
he was furpriz’d with their Beauty ; and imma- 
gining he fhould make a furfficient Booty of them, 
demanded them for his Share, giving up all the 
reft of the Cargoe of Money, Wares, and Slaves, 
to Corymeus, and his Crew. Evuxinus and 
Corymeus unwillingly yielded Anroco MAS 
and Anrurato Apsyrrus, but being compell’d 
thereto, departed. Apsyrrus cartied them 
both, with their two Servants Lseucon and 
Ruopa to Tyre. Their Entrance inio that 
City was publick ; All admir’d their Beauty, ha- 

ving never beheld the like before: The Barbari. 
an Inhabitants thought them Gods, and deem’d 
Apsyrros a happy Man, who poffefs’d fuch 
Slaves. He convey’d them to his own H oufe, 
and committed them to the Care of a trufty Ser- 
vant, hoping that he fhould be enriched by his 
Prize, if they could be fold for their real Worth, 


Thus ftood Affairs with ABrocomas at that 
time ; but, foon after, when Aps YRTUS Was 


gone 
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gone into Syria, on Account of Merchandife ; his 
Daughter Manro, a fair Virgin (but far infe- 
rior to ABROCOMAS in Beauty) being new come 
to Maturity, fell defperately in Love with him, 
She was charm’d with the Gracefulnefs of his 
Mien, and could not reftrain her Paffion : What 
Courfe to take fhe knew not, but defpair'd of 
SuccefS. ‘To reveal the Matter to Him, all at 
once, fhe durft not, becaufe he had a Wife al- 
ready ; and, to declare it to any of her own 
Family, the deem’d improper, for fear of her 
Father’s Difpleafure. So that dhe was at a Lofs, 
what Courfé to: take, But, at laft, no longer 
able to contain her ‘elf, fhe refolved to de- 
clare the whole fecret of her Love to Riropa, 
Anrura’s Setvant, and Companion; whom fhe 
hop’d to find her Affiftant in the Affair... At a 
convenient time, therefore, dhe invites Ruopa 
Snto an Inner-Chamber of ‘her. Father’s Houfe, 
and, after having bound her by an Oath, the 
intreats her not to interrupt her, but fuiter her 
to proceed. She then declar’d the Violence of 
her Paffion for Anrocomas; requefted her Aid, 
aud made her many Promifes. “* Know you not, 
“© faid fhe, that you are my Slaye, and fubject 
“ tomy Wrath, if you difobey me; and that I 
“ am a Barbarian.” Having thus faid, the dif 
mif@d Ruopa, who was now in great Doubt 
how 
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how to proceed: To declare her Meffage to 
Aszsrocomas, fhe was unwilling, for Anruta’s 
fake ; and on the other Hand, the revengeful 
Temper of the barbarian Woman was a Terror 
to her. She therefore refolv’d to communicate 
the whole Affair to Leucon, her intimate 
Friend, who had, aforetime, been her Com- 
panion at Ephefus. So foon as the happen’d to 
find her alone, “* O Lzeucon, fays fhe, we aré 
“© undone, we fhall no longer enjoy thofe-tharers 
* of our Sorrows, and partners of our Capti- 
“ vity. Our Mafter’s Daughter is deeply in 
“ Love with Azrocomas, and threatens, that 
¢ unlefs fhe fucceeds in her Wifhes, we fhall 
“ fuffer. What can be done? To reject. her 
“ Requeft is unfafe, and to tearthetwo Lovers 
“¢ from each other is impoffible” Leucon, 
hearing thefe fad News, burft into Tears, as fore- 
feeing that a long Train of Evils would proceed 
from thence : But at length, recovering her Spi- 
rits, “ Reft contented, my Ruopa, fays fhe, I 
é will manage this Affair my felf? She forth- 
with goes to Azrocomas, whofe only Com- 
fort confifted in loving his ANruta, and in bes 
ing belov’d by her: In talking to her, and in 
liftning to her agreeable Difcourfe. 
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She no fooner approach’d them, than the 
cry’dout, ‘“ What are we doing ? How thall 
“¢ we, Slaves, confult for our Safety ? Thy 
« Charms, O Azrocomas, have wounded one 
¢ of our Miftreffes : Avsyxtus’s Daughter is 
“in Love with you: To reje& her Suit may 
“ be dangerous. Refolve therefore, what Mea- 
« fares to take for thy own, and our Prefervati- 
“ on; that we fall not under the Lath of her in- 
“ veterate Rage.” Asrocomas hearing this, 
was fill’d with Anger, and fixing his Eyes on 
Leucon, “ Dareft thou, fays he, O wicked 
«© Woman, more batbarous than the Phenicians> 
“° declare this? How canft thou prefume to 
“© mention any other Name tome, in my An- 
© ryia’s Prefence? Tama Slave, ‘tis true, but 
“¢ | know how to preferve my Vows : My Body 
* is in Bondage, but my Mind is at Liberty- 
“ Manro may threaten me, if fhe pleafes, with 
* Sword, or Fire, or all the Tortures which 
** can be inflicted on the Body of a Slave, but 
*¢ fhe fhall never perfwade me to relinquifh my 
dear Anrura.  Antura hearing this, was 
ftruck dumb with Aftonifhment; but at laft, 
with fome Difficulty, recovering her felf, “* Thy 
“ Love, fays fhe, my Azrocomas, I have 
*¢ fully try’d; and that I am dear in thy Eyes, 
** I no ways doubt ; but let me intreat Thee, 

< « Lord 
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“ Jord of my Heart, and Me, not to expofe 
“ thy felf to Danger, nor incurr the Wrath of 
< this barbarian Woman. Liften to thy Mi- 
 Grefs’s Will, and comply with her Defires: 1 
<¢ will fay my felf, that I may be far remov'd 
“ from you: I only requeft you to bury my 
“ Body, to beftow a foft Kifs on my cold Lips, 
“ and preferve your AnTuia always in your 
¢ Memory.” Thefé Things hurried Agroco- 
mas into more Perplexities, infomuch that he 
was at a Lofs which Way to turn him. 


Thus did they continue their Difcourfe, amidift 
a thoufand Troubles. But Manro, already 
grown impatient with Ruopa’s long Delay, 
writes AzRocomas a Letter to this purpofe. 


To the beauteous ABRocoMaS, thy AdGifirels fends 
Health. 
< Manro loves thee dearly, and is able to 
endure the Violence of her Flames no longer. 
This Declaration, perhaps, may not become 
the refervednefS of a Virgin, but it agrees 
“¢ with the Neceffities of a Lover : Difdain me 
¢ not, I befeech you, nor {corn her, who values 
¢ you fomuch. If you yield to my Suit, I will 
obtain my Father ApsyRTU ss Confent to 


< marry, you, and will remoye your prefent 
ihe He “ Wife 
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‘¢ Wife far out of the Way, fo fhall you be rich 
c¢ and happy : But if yourejeé&t it, think with- 
*¢ in your felf; what Torments: you are to un- 
“¢ dergoe. I, whom you defpife,. will be your 
* Punither, and all thofe wicked Companions of 
*¢ yours, who counfel you to this, shall share 
** ‘your Fate.” He, reading the Contents there- 
of, was chiefly grievd for what was threaten’d to 
Anta. However, he preferv’d the Letter, 
and return’d an Anfwer in thefe Words. 


“ You may fatisfy your Will, my Miftref, 
and ufe this Body of mine as the Body of a 
“© Slave. . If you incline to kill me {peedily, Iam 
“content. If to make me linger in Torments, 
“ torment me how you pleafé. I ‘hall never en- 
“ ter the Marriage Bed with you, nor will I ever 
* obey fuch unlawful Commands.” Manto no 
fooner received this Letter, than fhe was feiz’d 
with a fudden Fit of Rage, Envy, and Jealoufy, 
and being confounded with Grief and Fear, 


meditated Revenge againft him who had thus 
difdain’d her.

In the mean while, Arsyrrus returns ftom 
Syria, and brings along with him a Husband for 
his Daughter, whofe Name was Mazxrs. Her 
Father no fooner approach’d the Houfe, than 


Manro 
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Manro rack’d her Invention againft Anroco- 
mas, and going forth to meet him, with dithe- 
vel’d Hair, and a tatter’d Garment, fell at his 
Feet, and cry’d, “ O my Father, pity a Daugh- 
“ter, who hasbeen deeply injur'd by one of 
« your Slaves. That Youth A procomas has not 
“only endeavour’d to rob me of my Honour, 
“¢ but to lay in wait for your Life. He pretends 
“© that my Charms have captivated him. Do you 


“ caufe him to fuffer fome Punifhment fuited to. 


.“ the heinotfhefs of the Offence. Or if you 
‘© have already decreed to marry your Daughter 
“© to a Slave, let me fuffer Death firft.” Apsyr- 
tus not doubting the Truth of this, enquires no 
further into the Caufe, but fending for Asroco- 
mas, threatens him, © Villanous, and wicked 
“¢ Wretch that thouart! Darft thou offer Vio- 
“ lence to thy Miftrefs ? Darft thou, a Slave, 
“* prefume to attack the Chaftity of a Virgin ? 
“ Thou fhalt not long reign in fuch Wickednefs. 
<¢ | fhall {oon punifh chy Wantonnels, by making 
“ thee an Example to all the reft of my Slaves.” 
Having thus faid, and refufing to liften to a Re- 
ply, he commanded his Slaves to tear off his 
Cloaths, to prepare Fire and Clubs, and forth- 
with to punith him. O miferable Sight! The 
Blows he receiv’d disfigur’d his whole Body , 
tender alaf$! and unaccuftom’d to fuch fervile 
Sufferings. 
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Sufferings. The Blood flow’d down in Abun- 
dance, and the Beauty of his Countenance va- 
nif’d. Maffy Chains were prepar’d, Fire was 
brought, and all manner of Tortures uféd, that 
Apsyrtus might fhow his Daughter’s Spoufe 
what a chafte Wife he was to enjoy. Anru1a, 
at laft, falling down at the Knees of Apsyrrus, 
intreated for Aprocomas, but fhe was anfwer’d, 
that he ought rather to be punifh’d the more, for 
her Sake, becaufe having fo fair a Wife, he had 
injur’d her by loving another Woman. He was . 
then order’d to be put in Chains, and thrown in 
to a Dungeon. 


Thus chain’d, and thus confin’d, he lay, when 
a grievous Defpair feiz’d him, occafion’d by his 
long Abfence from Anrura. He fought Death 
many Ways, but was not able to find it, becaufe 
of his numerous Guards. Apsyrrus, inthe 
mean time, celebrates his Daughter’s Nuptials, 
and many Days of Feafting are kept on that Ac- 
count. Anrura, overwhelm’d with Grief, when- 
ever fhe could foften the hard Hearts of his 
Keepers, enter’d privately into the Prifon, where 
they bemoan’d their joint Misfortune. 


When the new married Pair made ready for 
their Tourney into Syria, Apsyrrus beftow’d 
many 
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many rich Gifts upon his Daughter, before he 
fent her away. He gave her Babylonifh Robes, 
and great Store of Gold and Silver ; he alfo 
prefented her with ANru1a, Ruopa, and Lev- 
con. When Anrutia knew fhe was to be car- 
tied into Syria, with Manro, fhe enter’d the 
Dungeon fo foon as fhe could, and embracing 
Asrocomas, ‘ Alas! my Lord, fays the, I 
“© muft be convey’d into Syria, being already deli- 
© yer’d asa Prefent into the Hands of my Rival 
“< Manro. You will die miferably in Confine- 
“ ment, without having fo muchas one Friend 
“ to take care of your Body ; but, by both our 
“ Genii, | {wear, that neither Life nor Death shall 
<¢ divide our Affections.” Having thus faid, fhe 
kifs’d and embrac’d him again, and catching 
hold of his Chains, fell at his Feet. She then 
went out of the Prifon, and he, with what 
Strength he had left, cafting himfelf on the 
Ground, laments and bewails his wretched For- 
tune. ‘ O deareft Father ! cries he, O my 
“ Mother Tuemisto! Where is now that 
“ Happinefs I formerly enjoy’d at Ephefus ? 
«© Where is now that famous and excellent pair 


< Anruia and Asrocomas fo renown’d for. 


“ Beauty 2? She, alafs! is carried Captive into 
“4 foreign Land! My only Comfort 1s taken 
“ from me, and here thall I die miferably, alone, 
** and 
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* and in Chains?” Whilft he was thus de- 
ploring his Café, Sleep feiz’d his Eyes, and he 
fell intoa Dream. His Father Lycomepgs, in 
a@ mourning Habit, feem’d to appear to him, 
having. travers’d divers Lands and Seas to ap- 
proach the Place of his Confinement. He feem’d 
to ftrike off his Shackles, and fet him at Liber- 
ty. He proceeded to dream that he was trans- 
form’d into a Horfe, and carried thro’ many 
Countries in Search of a Mare, which, having 
found, he.return’d to his Human Form again. 
Then awaking from Sleep, he arofe, and from 
thence conceiv'd fome Hopes of Liberty. 


Whilft he continued in Cuftody, Anruta, 
with Leucon and Ruopa, were carried into 
Syria, along with Manro and her Spoufé, and 
arriv'd at Antioch, the Country of Maris, who 
bore an inward Hatred againft them. Ruo- 
pa and Leucon the order’d to be convey’d on 
Shipboard, and carried to fome diftant Country, 
to be fold. Anrura fhe intended to beftow on 
a.clownith Goat-herd, the moft defpicable of all 
her Slaves, imagining, by that Means, to be 
fully reveng’d on Azrocomas. Having there- 
fore fent for the Goat-herd, whofe Name was 
Lampon, fhe delivers Antura into his Hands, 
and commands him to receive her as his Wite, 
and 
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and if fhe refus’d to fubmic: to ufe Violence, 
She was, forthwith, carried into the Field, to be 
married to the Goat-herd, but coming to the 
Place where his Flocks were feeding, dhe bow’d 
down to his Knees, and intreated him to pitty, 
and {pare her. She then declar’d to him who the 
was, her Relations, her Husband, and her Slavery. 
Lampon hearing thefe things, was mov’d with 
Compaffion, and bid her be of good Comfort, 
promifing by an Oath, that he would never ata 
tempt to violate her Chattity. 


Long time fhe remain’d in the Fields, with 
the Goat-herd, béwailing the Abfence of 
her Lover. In the mean while, Apsyrrus 
fearching the Dungeon, where AsRocomas, 
before his Punifhment, lay confin’d, fell acciden- 
tally upon a Letter written to Asrocomas by 
his Daughter Manro. He well knew the Hand, 
and, from thence, gather’d that the Youth was 
unjuftly acewled. He therefore commanded him 
inftantly to be fet at Liberty, and-brought before 
him. He having already undergone along Scene 
of Mifery, proftrated himfelf at Apsyrrus’s 
Feet, who raifing him up, “ Be of good Cheer, 
“ Youth, faid he, I unjuftly condemn’d thee, 
“ by too haftily believing my Daughter’s Accu- 
“ fation. But now, froma Slave, I pronounce 
* thee a Freeman ; I appoint thee Ruler over my 
| « Fouwthold, 
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© Houfhold, and will give thee the Daughter of 
‘€ any Citizen of this City to Wife, but benot 
“too mindful of paft Injuries, nor lay to my 
“ Charge, what I involuntarily committed.” 
¢¢ J return you all Thanks, my Lord, anfwer'd 
«& Asrocomas, becaufé when you knew the 
« Trath, you rewarded my Continency.” All 
the Family rejoic’d at his Deliverance, and re- 
turn’d their Acknowledgments to their Lord, on 
that Account. In the mean while, he was anxi- 
ous for his Awrura, and would often reflect up- 
on his prefent State, and fay, “ What have Ito 
¢ do with Liberty, or Riches, or Power in Ap- 
« syarus’s Houle ? Thefe’fuit not my Conditi- 
on, Anrura hall not efcape my Search, and 
« whether in Life or Death, I will be fure to 
*¢ find her out. 





Whilft he prefided over Apsyrrus's Affairs, 
he would often confider within himfelf, where, 
and how he fhould find her. As for Leucon and 
Ruopa, they were fold to a certain old Man, an 
Inhabitant of Xanthus, a City of Lycra, far diftant 
from the Sea. He having no Iffue, entertain’d 
them as his Children, fo that they were happy 
in all Refpetts, fave that they griev’d for their 
Abfence from Asrocomas and ANTHIA. AN- 
ura had now pafs’d away fome time with the 
Goat-herd, when Maris, Husband to Manto, 
coming 
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coming frequently into the Field, fell defperate- 
ly in Love with her. At firft, he endeavour’d to 
conceal his Paffion, but at length difclos’d it to 
the Goat-herd, making him many Promifes if he 
did not betray him. He pretefted he would not, 
and offer’d him his Affiftance in the Affair ; but 
dreading Manro’s Wrath, wert ftraight to her, 
and difcover’d the whole Secret ef her Husband 
Maeris’s Amours. She, in a Rage, cry’d out, 
< Am not I the moft unhappy Wretch alive, in 
“ bringing this wicked Woman along with me ! 
“ By her, I loft my firft lov’d Youth uf Phenicia, 
“and by her I now run the Hazard of loofing 
“ my Husband. But the fhall not long rejoice in 
“ appearing beautiful to Maris, for the fhall 
< now fufter a heavier Punifhment, by myMeans, 
“¢ than before at Tyre.” Having thus faid, fhe 
reftrain’d her Rage for a Time; but when her 
Husband went abroad, the fent for the Goat-herd, 
and gave him ftrift Orders to convey ANTHIA 
into fome thick Wood, and flay her; promifing 
him a great Reward for fo blacka Deed, He 
fearing his Miftrefs’s revengeful Temper, if he 
refus’d to obey her Commands, and yet moved 
with Compaffion for the diftreffed Damfel, goes 
ftrait to ANruia, and tells her’ what was con; 
triv’d againft her; She, hearing this, begun to 
bewail her wretched State, and to weep bitterly, 


“ How inconvenient, fays fhe, and how vaitly 
Bag “© treacherous 
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« treacherous has Beauty been to both of us! 
«< Aprocomas dies at Tyre, 1, here. But IT 
‘ entreat thee, O Goat-herd, as hitherto thou 
<¢ haft fhew’d fome Regard towards me, when 
thou haft flain me, ‘be careful to bury my Bo- 
dy in fome neijhbourig Field: Clofe my Eyes 
*¢ with thy own Hands, and call again, and again 
** on the Name ofA sRocomas. O ABROCOMAS 
* how happy had I been had my Fate happen’d 
¢ in thy Prefence!” Thefe Words inclin’d the 
Goat-herd to Pity: He confider’d what an exe- 
crable Act he was about te commit, in putting 
to Death a Virgin fo fair and innocent, and there- 
fore without any Defign of executing fo bloody 
a Charge, he addreis’d himfelf to her in this 
manner. “ Know you not Anrura, fays he, 
* chat Manto, my Miftreis, has commanded 
* me to feize and flay you, but I fearing the 
® Gods, and compaffionating your Beauty, will 
“ only fell you to fome diftant Place, left if ever 


‘the come to the Knowledge of your being

. alive, I fhould be doom’d to a feverer Sen- 
tence my felf,” She fell down at his Feet, 
and with Tears cry’d out, “ O ye Gods, and 
** Thou Diana, my Country’s Goddefs, repay 
** this Kindnefs to the Goat-herd.” Then gave 
her Confent to be fold. He hafted with her di- 
rectly toa Sea-port, where mecting with fome 
Cifictan Merchants, he fold her, receiv’d the 


Price, 
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Price, and return’d to his Farm. The Mer- 
chants carry her on board their Ship, and the 
next Evening, fet fail for Cilicia, but meeting 
with contrary Winds, and Storms: And their 
Ship foundering in the Deep, they, with great 
Difficulty, reach’d the Shore on a Plank, carry- 
rying their fair Purchafe along withthem. Not 
far from that Shore was a thick Wood, into 
which they ftray’d, and where they were, that 


very Night feiz’d by the Robber Hipporuous. 


In the mean while, a Servant was difpatch’d 
out of Syria, to Apsyrtus, from his Daughter 
Manto, with aLetter, to this Effe@. “ You 
“¢ have chofen mea Husband in a ftrange Coun- 
“try. Anrura, whom you beftow’d on me, 
*¢ with other Slaves, for many ill Prattices, I 
“° commanded to feek a Habitation in the Coun- 
“ try, where my Husband, frequently feeing her, 
< became enamour’d with her, which, when I 
“ could no longer bear, I fent for my Goat.g™% 
“ and order’d him to fell her to fome Puce in 
Syria.” So foon as Aprocomas underftood 
this, he was unable to reft, and therefore, un- 
known to Apsyrrus, and all his Dometticks, 
fet forth to fearch for ANrura. When he came 
into the Field, where fhe lately refided, he found 
Lampon, theGoat-herd: Him, he carried to 
the Sea-fhore, to hear if he knew any Thing of 
the 
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the Zyriav Virgin: The Goat-herd not only told 
him that her Name was Anruia, but alfo af: 
fur’d him of their Marriage, and the religious 
Obfervation of his Oath on that Account. He 
likewife added the Story of Marts’s Love to her, 
and Manro’s Orders againft her Life, with her 





Voyage into Cilicia, ana concluded that fhe never 
ceas’d calling upon the Name of one Arroco- 
mas. Fe told not the Goat-herd who he was, 
but the next Morning, as foon as Light appear’d, 
begun his March for Cilicia, in full Hopes of 
finding his dear ANrura there. 


Hipporuous and his Crew fpent the whole 
Night in revelling; and, the next Day, prepar’d 
to offer Sacrifice. All Things were now in readi- 
nefs. The Images of Mars, the Military En- 
figns, andGarlands: And their Sacrifices were to 
be perform’d, as ufual. Whatever Vidtim was to 
be offer’d, whether Man or Beaft, it was chain’d 
toa Tree, and pierc’d with Darts, by the Rob- 
bers, ftanding at a Diftance. To thofe who ftruck 
the Mark the firft Caft, the God was deem’d 
propitious, and thofe who threw their Darts afide 
made a fecond Tryal. In this manner, was AN- 
TH1a doom’da Victim: But when all Things 
were ready, and they were preparigg to chain her 
tothe Tree, a ruthing Noif fill’d the Wood, 
and humane Voices were heard. A certain Man, 


as baie 
named 
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named PeriLaus, of the Ciliciaz Nobility, who 
was order’d to overfee the Affairs of the Country, 
with a choice Band of valiant Soldiers, fur- 
priz’d the Robbers, flew the greateft Part of them, 
and took all the reft Prifoners, except Hippo- 
rHous himfelf, who efcap’d in Armour. Pe- 
RiLaus receivd Anruia kindly, and, under- 
tanding what Sentence fhe ftood condemn’d to 
fuffer, he pitied her. But this Pity of his was 
The Source of much Sorrow to Her; for when 
he carried her, with the Robbers, taken at the 
fame time, to Tarfus, a City of Cilicia, he was 
charm’d with her, and foon acknowlede’d him- 
felf her Slave. At his Entrance into the City, 
he committed the Robbers to Prifon, but ftrove, 
by all Means, to oblige ANruia, by gentle De- 
portment. He had neither Wife nor Children, 
but great Store of Wealth, and he affured her 
that fhe fhould be to hima Miftrefs, Wife, and 
Children. She withftood him obftinately,. at 
firft, but when he renew’d his Suit afterwards, 
with greater EarneftnefS, finding little to object 
againft him, and fearing, left if fhe continued 
inflexible, he might proceed to Violence. She 
confented to the propos’d Terms of Marriage, 
but bege’d for a {mall Refpite of Thirty Days, 
during which time fhe=might remain pure and 
untouch’d. Periraus granted her Requelt, 
fwore to defer the Marriage, and accordingly 
promis'd 
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4 XENOPHON’s 


promis’d that fhe fhould preferve her felf chafte 
till the propos’d Term was expir‘d. 





While the expected the Time of her Marriage 
with Peritaus, Azprocomas purfird his Jour- 
ney into Cilicia, and not far from the Robber’s 
Cave (for he wander’d out of the right Path) 
he met Hrppotruous, all in Armour. He, 

when he faw Azsrocomas, accofted him cour- 
teoutly, and intreated him to accompany him in 
his Journey. “ I fee thee, fays he, O Youth, 
«© whoever thou art, beautiful, and ftout. The 
« Path thou now takeft, muft {urely lead thee out 
*€ of thy right Way. Let us, therefore, leaving 
© Gilicia, dire& our March to Cappadocia, and 
€¢ thence to Pontuz, for I have heard much of the 
“ Happinefs of the Inhabitants of thefe Parts. ” 
Asrocomas had not yet acquainted him with 
the ftory of his Search for Anrura, but being 
in a great Strait, yielded to his Requeft. They 
then bound themfélves by an Oath, to affift each 
other, for Aprocomas was not without Hopes, 
that in fome of his Travels, one where or other, 
he might find out his belovd Anrara. Return- 
ing to the Cave, they {pent the remaining Part of 
that Day in preparing themfelves, and their Hor- 
fes, for the Journey, for that of Hipporuous 
had been before fecyr’d in an obfcure Part of 
the Wood.

WHE next Day, they travell’d thro’ 
Cilicia, and directed their March 
towards Afazacus, a City of Cape 
padocia, large and fpacious ; for 
there, Hipporuous had deter- 
min’d to raife a Company of ftout Men, and re- 
turn to his Robbing-Trade. They pafs’d thro’ 
many fine Villages, and had always Store of Pro- 
vifions allow’d them, for Hipporuous beng 





well skill’d in the Cappadocian Language, every 
one refpected him as his Countryman, After 
Ten Days Journey, they arriv’d at the City, 
“eg and 
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and taking up their Inn, near the Gates, refolv’d 
to tarry there fome time, to refrefh themfelves 
from the Fatigues of Travel. While they were 
one Day, at Dinner, Hippornous begun to figh 
and weep, and A BROCOMAS enquiring the Rea- 
fon, “ TheRecital of my Woes, reply’d he, would 
€ be as tedious to you, as a Remembrance 
** of them are dreadful to me. ” ABROCQMaS 
again entreats him to declare them, and promifes 
a Rehearfal of his. He begun from their Rife, 
they being then free from Company, and con- 
tinued his Narration in the fame Order, as the 
Faéts themfelves happen’d. 


«¢ My Birth, fays he, 1 owe to Perinthw:, a 
“ City near the Confines of Thrace, and lam 
“ one of her chief Citizens: You muft have 
«¢ heard how famous a City Perinthus is, and how 
“ rich her Inhabitants. Whilfta Youth, I was 
< ftruck with the Charms of a fair Virgin there, 
“© whofe Name was Hyperantue. When fir 
“1 faw her lead up the Perinthian Maids m a 
€€ Dance, I lov’d her, nor could contain my felf 
longer than the Time when the Vigils of her 
Country’s Feftival were folemniz’d. “Twas 
then I approach’d her, and entreated her to be 
favourable tome. She no fooner heard my 
Moan, than fhe inclin’d to Pity, and promis’ 
whatever 
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te whatever fhe might. Our firft Loves begun 
with Kiffes, Embraces, and many Tears from 
my Byes. Afterwards, we could upon Oc- 
< cafion, retire from the World, and enjoy each 
€ other’s Converfe, without Sufpicion, by Rea- 
“ {on of our tender Years: Long had we in- 
 dulg’d our felves with this Freedom, and long 
“ had we paffionately lov’d each other, when 
“ {ome God envy’d our Happinefs. For from 
“ Byzantium, which is not far diftant from Pe- 
€ rinthus, arrivd a certain Man; named A R187 0- 
® ssacuus; one of the chief of the Place, fam’d 
“¢ for Wealth, anda haughty Carriage. He had 
<¢ fCarce enter’d the City, but (as if by the Di- 
<¢ reftion of fome God) he fix’d his Eyes on 
¢ Hyperanrug, then in my Company, and 
“ was inftantly ftruck with Surprize at her Beau- 
e ty, which indeed was moft aftonihing. He 
<¢ was defperately in Love, and unable to reftrain 
& the Violence of his Paflion, and therefore 
“© declar’d him(félf firft to the Virgin, but finding 
< no Encouragement there, fhe rejecting his 
« Suit, becaufé of her fleady Affection to me, 
he perfwades her Father, a Man cruel and 
< covetous, to commit her to his Care for her 
 Inftruction, he pretending to teach her the 
“ Rules of exact Behaviour. He no fooner gain’d 
e« his Wishes, than he firft ihut her up at Pe- 
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vinthus, and afterwards convey’d her to Byzans 
tium. I follow’d ; and leaving all my other 
Affairs, whenever Occafion offer’d, I never 
fail’d to vifit her. But thefe Opportunities 
rarely happening, our Kiffes became lefS fre 
quent, and our Converfe more difficult, for 
we were ftrittly watch’d. ’ At laft, able to en- 
dure this no longer, I fix’d my Refolution, 
went to Perimthus, difpos’d of all my Effets 
there, took the Money, and return’d to By- 
zantium, where (by Hyperanrur’s Confent) 
with Sword in Hand I enter’d the Hou of | 
Aristomacuus, by Night, burning with 
Wrath, and gave him his Death’s Wound, as he 
Jay encircled in her Arms. All Things being 
then hufh’d in Silence, I efcap’d unperceiv’d, 
carrying my Hypsranrue with me, and 
reaching Perinthus that Night, we embark’d di- 
rectly on Board aShip, which lay ready for us, 
and every Body being ignorant of what had 
happen’d, we defign’d to pais over into Afia. 
The Beginning of our Voyage was pleafant 
enough, but after we had pafsd by the IMand 
Lesbos, a violent Guft of Wind attack’d us, 
and overfet our Ship. I, with my Hypr- 
RaNTHE, endeavour’d to reach, the Shore by 
Swimming, and whilft I fupported her, my 
own Labour feem’d the lefS, but Ni ght coming 
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“ on, and my fair one’s Strength and Spirits 
“¢ failing, the perifh’d in the Waves. I, with 
** fome Difficulty, drew her Body on Shore, 
“ and gave her Burial. I figh’d deeply, and 
“‘ fhed many Tears over her, and not having 
“Time to erect a Monument, happen’d, by

€ Brom that Time, I refolv’d not to return 

*° to Perinthus any more, and therefore dire&ted 
<< my Courfe into the greater Phrygia and Pam- 
<¢ philia, where, diftrefs’d by Want, and difor- 
€ der’d in Mind, I betook my felf to Robbing. 
“ Tferv’d, at firft, as a Guard to the Party to 
‘¢ which I belonged, but having, afterwards, ga- 
them 
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<< thet’d a Band of my own, in Cilicia; 1 became 
«* famous, “till, at laft, all my Companions were 
“ furpriz’d and flain, or taken, a little before 1 
“ faw you. This is a brief Account of my Ad- 
< ventures: Now, my Friend; oblige me witlt 
“ yours, for you feem driven by fome ftrange 
" Neceffity to travel.” 


Asrocomas declard himfelf an Ephefian by 
Birth: He related his Love, his Marriage, thé 
Pradittion of the Oracle, his Travels into foreign 
Parts, the Stories of the Pirates, Apsyrtus, and 
Manro, as alfo his Jmprifonment, his Flight, his 
Difcourfe with the Goat-herd, and his Journey in- 
to Cilicia. Before he had made an End, Hrpr- 
pornous burft out into Tears, crying, “* Omy 
“ Parents! O Country! But above all, O my 
“ deareft Hypzrantue! Shall I never behold 
“ youagain? Thou, O Askocomas, may’ft; 
« at laft, come to the Sight of her whom thou 
<¢ loveft, and, fome time or other, recover her ; 
“ but lam doom’d never to behold my Hype- 
“ RANTHE more.” Thus faying, he fhew’d a 
Lock of her Hair, and wept over it; and when 
éach of them had fhed abundance of Tears, Hip- 
poTHOus turning to Azrocomas, “ Some- 
“thing, fayshe, efcap'>d my Memory, in the 
“ Relation of my Adventures, for I omitted 
| <* telling 
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€ telling you, that a little before my Compani- 
€ ons were taken, a fair Maid of your Country, 
and much about your Age, chanc’d to wander 
f€ near the Cave, where we lay hid. IJ learn’d 
s¢ no more of her Story. However, we agreed 
to offer her up, asa Sacrifice, to Mars, and 
‘¢ all Things were prepar’d for that Purpofe, 
$¢ when our Enemies approach’d. I fled: What 
“ became of her afterwards, 1 know not: But 
‘f her Beauty, Asrocomas, was furprizing, 
“¢ her Habit plain, her Hair of a lovely Yellow, 
“ her Eyes bright and fparkling.” While he 
contigued his Difcourfe, Asrocomas cry’d out, 
“ O Hipporuovs, thou haft feen my Anruia! 
‘© Whether is fhe fled ? What Land contains 
“ her? Let usbegin a frefh Search, for fhe 
“ cannot be far from the Robber’s Cave: By 
ce HypERANTHES Soul, which you hold dear 
<< as your own, I befeech you not to oppofe me, 
« but rather accompany me herein.” Huippo- 
TtHOus promisd him his utmoft Affiftance, but 
withall affur'd him, that he muft collect a freth 
Land of Men for their Security in the Journey. 


While they were confulting by what Means to 
- yeturn into Cilicia, ANTHIA’S Thirty Days were 
expir'd ; the Nuptial Sacrifices were therefore 
prepard, and brought out of the Field by Pz- 
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RILAUSs, and great Numbers of the Citizens aft 
fembled together to the Celebration of that So- 
Jemnity. At the very Time when fhe was 
brought to. Tarfus, having been recover’d out of 
the Hands of the Robbers, a certain old Man of 
Ephefus, Eupoxus by Name, (who had efcap’d 
Shipwreck in a Voyage to e#¢ypt) arriv’d there. 
He, applying himfelf to the chief Citizens of 
Tarfus, requetted a Supply of Money or Cloaths, 
and related the Story of his Misfortunes. He 
came to Peritaus, and told him, that he wasa 
Citizen of Ephefus, and aPhyfician. Prriztaus 
brought him to Anrura, imagining fhe would 
be overjoy’d at the Sight of one of her Country- 
men. She entertain’d him courteoufly, and ask’d 
him if he knew any thing of any of her Relati- 
ons there : He reply’d, he had been long abfent 
from thence, and, confequently, was a Stranger 
to them. She was, neverthelefs, glad to fee 

him, and inform’d her felf carefully of whatever 

he ftood in Need, whereby he obtain’d all the 

Neceffaries of Life : Yet he never ceas’d intreat- 

ing her to fend him to Ephefus, becaufe there 

were his Wife and Children. As fOon as all 

‘Things were prepar’d for Perrtaus’s Marriage, 

the Supper was fplendidly ferv’d up, and the 
Bride array’d in her Nuptial Attire: Yet fhe had 
no Refpite from Tears, but pour’d them forth 
in 
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in continual Streams Night and Day. Her 


Aprocomas was always prefent before her Eyes, 


and many Things relating to him, as their Loves, 
their Oath, their Country, their Parents, their 
Neceffities, their Nuptials, occur’d at once to hér 

emory : Wherefore, choofing an Opportunity 
of retiring, fhe tore her Hair, and cry’d out, 
* O Anruta, altogether unfortunate! and mi- 
* ferable ! What a Return of Love fhall I make 
“ to my Asrocomas? He, to preferve the 
“ Fidelity of a Spoufe to me, endured Chaitis 
“ and Tortures, and perhaps is dead: And {hall 
“ J, a Wretch, unmindful of his Sufterings for 
© my Sake, preftime to marry ? Will any fing 
“ my Hymeneal Song? Shalllafcend Parizaus’s 
“ Bed? O my Asrocomas’s Soul, dearer to 
<¢ me than all Earthly Things, fuffer not thy felf 
“< to be afflifted for my Sake : I dhall never wils 
“ lingly offend thee. I will come to,Thee, and 
“ preferve the Faith of a Wife inviolable, even 
* unto Death.” Having thus faid, fhe drew Eve 
poxus, the Ephefian Phyfician, afide, intoa re- 
mote Chamber ; and there, bowing to his Knees, 
beg’d him not to difclofe to any Mortal the Se- 
cret fhe was about to impart to him, and with- 
all adjur’d him by Diana, his Country’s God- 
defs, to affift her with what Things foever fhe 
ftood in Need. 


H Eupoxus 
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Evpoxus rais'd her up, amidft a Flood of 
Tears, and bid her be of good Courage, promi- 
fing by an Oath, that all should be done to her 
With. She then told him the Story of Anro- 
comas’s Love, the Oaths fhe had taken to him, — 
and the Vow to preferve her Chaftity: And now, 
“ advifé me, 1 befeech you, fays fhe, if it be 
“* poffible for me, whilft living, to enjoy my 
“ Asrocomas, alive; orif I can by any means 
“* efcape hence unperceiv’d : Yet, were I fure of 
** of his Death, I would neither attempt to make 
“ my Efcape, nor interrupt this Day’s Nuptial 
Rites ; neither yet would I break through the 
Promifes I formerly made him, nor difannul 
‘¢ my Oath. Be thou therefore my Affiftant in 
“€ this Cafe, and feck me out fome fubtle Poifon, 
** to fet me quickly free from all my Miferies. 
“* The Gods ‘hall reward thee liberally for this 
** Bounty ; I will invoke them, on thy Account, 
“ before my Death; I will alfo procure thee 
** Money, anda Pafport, whereby, before any 
“ hear the News, thou mayft take Shipping 
for Ephefus, where, when thou arriveft, en- 
quire for my Parents, Mrecamepss and Eyip- 
“< pa, tell them the Story of my Death, as alfo 
** of my Adventures, and let them know that 
Azrocomas is alfo dead.” Having thus 
faid, fhe fell down at his Feet, and intreated him 
not 
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not to deny her Requeft, and at the fame Time, 
drawing out Twenty Pounds weight of Silver, 
and fome rich Jewels (for fhe had Plenty of all 
Things, Perriaus’s Treafures being in her Pof- 
feffion) fhe gave them to Eupoxus, A Thou- 
fand Thoughts now occurr’d to his Mind: He 
pity’d her Misfortunes, but, longing earneftly to 
return to Ephefus, and charm’d with the Sight of 
the Jewels, and the Moncy, confented that 
the Poifon fhould be brought her. In the meat} 
while, fhe was drown ’d in Tears: She lamented 
her tender Age, and her untimely Fate, and often 
cal’d upon ABROCOMAS, as tho’ he had been 
prefent. Eupoxus tarried not long before he 
return’d with the Dofe. It was no deadly Poi- 
fon, but a fleeping Potion, from whence fhecould 
receive no Harm: And He_ having procur’d 
his Paffport, hafted to depart. ANrura, when 
fhe had receiv’d it, return’d him hearty Thanks, 
and difmifs’d him; who immediately going on 
board a Ship, fet fail. She, for her Part, now 
confiderd only of a fit Time to drink the 


Draught. 


It was now Night, and the Nuptial Bed pre- 
pai’d, when they, to whom that Care was com- 
mitted, went to bring in ANTHIA. She enter’d 


the Place, unwilling, and in Tears, and kept the 
H 2 Poifon 
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Poifon conceal’d in her Hand, While the Guefts 
fung the Hymeneal Song, the figh’d and wept. 
“ I was, fays fhe to her felf, firft of all, led to 
* my Aprocomas 3 Love's Torch then light- 
** ed the Way, and Hymeneus condufted me to a 
* happy Marriage : But what is to be done 
“ now? Shall l offer an Injury to Aprocomas, 
*¢ a loving Spoufe, who dy’d for my Sake ? No, 
“¢ Tam not fo faint-hearted, nor {0 terrify’d at 
** the Sight of Death: The Fates have fo order’d 
“it, I will drink the Poifon; Asrocomas 
“ fhall be my Husband, | will enjoy him even in 
© Death.” Having thus faid, the was’ led into 
the Bridal Chamber, where the remain’d a while 
alone, Perttaus, with his Friends, tarrying be- 
hind. She then, pretending that Sorrow had 
made her thirfty, order’d fome of the Servants to 
bring her alittle Water to drink, and taking the 
Cup, thus brought, when none perceiv’d, the caft 
the Poifon therein. Then, witha Torrent of 

Tears, dhe cries out, “ O my Asrocomas’s 
** Shade, Lo! now I perform my Promifé to 
* Thee ; and now I fet forward on my Journey. 
This is, indeed, an unhappy Work, but a ne- 
cefiary one : Receive me joyfully, and grant 
that henceforth I may live a happy Life with 
Thee,” Having thus faid, the drunk up the 
Draught, which foon exerting its Feree, Sleep 
feiz'd 
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feiz’d her, and fhe funk down. on a fudden. Pe- 
Ritaus entering the Chamber, no fooner faw 
Anruia lying all along, than he cry’d out in 
the utmoft Confternation. All the Houfe was 
then in Confufion, attended with Grief, Lamen- 
tation, Fear, and Amazement. Some, when 
they perceiv’d her lay dead, pity’d her, others 
were coneern’d for Periz-s’s Lofs; but all 
bewaild the dreadful Accident, .~ Peritaus 
throwing himfelf upon the Body, with his Gar- 
ments rent, call’d out, “ O Anruia, dear to 
“< me! Thou haft left thy Lover before Marri- 
“ ase, few Days haft Thou been Periraus’s 
< Love. Into what Chamber, alafs, fhall we 
< now convey Thes: Into thy Tomb? Happy, 
<¢ whoever he is, mut that Azrocomas be: 
<< Happy above meafure muit he be, who has re- 
“ ceiy’d fuch Gifts from Thee.” Thus did he 
pour forth his Complaints, and embracing her 
Body, and kiffing her Hands and Feet, faid, ** O 
< unhappy Bride, and more unhappy Wife!” 
He ‘afterwards adorn’d her with coftly Orna- 
ments, cloath’d her in rich Attire, and plac’d 
much Gold by her ; and beipg.no longer able to 
bear the Sight, as foon as the Dawn appear'd, 
he plac’d her on a Couch, where. fhe lay void of 
Senfé and Motion. She was thence convey’d 


out of the City, to the Sepulchre, and there de- 
pofited 
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pofited in a narrow Vault, he caufing many Sa- 
crifices to be offer’d, and many Garments, and 
other Things of Value, to be burnt at her Fu- 


neral. 


Her Obféquies being perform’d by his Dome- 
fticks, he return’d into the City, ANTHIA was 
Jeft in the Sepulchtr ; and when fhe came to her 
felf, and pereciv’d that the Draught was not 
mortal, fhe figh’d, and wept, and cry’d, “ O 
“ deceitful Draught, which haft deny’d me the 
< pleafing Conveyance to my Arrocomas! Am 
“ I thus impos’d on ? All Things are vain ! even 
* the Defire of dying. But, as 1 am enclos‘d 
“¢ in this Cell, Hunger will..don finish what Poi- 
“€ fon fail’d to perform. -None, fure, will di- 
< fturb me in this tietreat, nor will I ever be- 
“ hold the Sun, or enter into Light again. ” 
Having thus faid, fhe ftoutly and conitantly ex- 
pected Death. Inthe meantime, fome Thieves 
hearing that a certain Woman was magnificently 
interr’d, and that great Store of rich Attire, 
and much Gold and Silver had been there depo- 
fited, came by Night, and breaking open the 
Sepulchre, enter and feize upon the Spoil. They 
finding Anrura alive, and imagining to make a 
good Booty of her, raifeé her up, and endeavour 
to take Her away: She proftrating her felf at 
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their Feet, entreats them, “‘ O Men, fays the, 
“¢ whoever you are, all this coftly Apparel, all 
“ thefe Treafures, here depofited, take, and 
“ bear away, but {pare my Body : I am facred 
“ to Two Deities, to Death, and to Love; fuffer 
<< me to fpend my Time in their Service: By 
< your own Country Gods, Tadjure you, let 
“© me not behold the Light, who have already 
“ {ffer’d fuch Miferies, as ought, for ever, to lie 
“© conceal’d in Night and Darknefs.” Thus fhe 
continued her Requeft, but in vain, for the. 
Thieves drew her out of the Tomb, convey’d 
her to the Sea-fhore, and hurried her on board a 
Vetfel ready to fail to Alexandria. They who 
were with her in the Ship, endeavour’d to com- 
fort her, and bid her taxe Courage, but ihe, re- 
fleeting into what frefh Miferies fhe was fallen, 
fad and dejetted, cry’d out, “ What, more 
“ Thieves, and another Sea? Am I again ta- 
ken ? But thisis ftill more unfortunate, be- 
“ canfeé my Asrocomas is abfent. What Land 
« will now receive me ? What Nations fhall J 
“ now behold? Othat I may no more fall in- 
“ to the Hands of Maris, nor of Manro, 
“ nor of Perttaus; that I may no more be 
« carried into Cilicia ; but grant, ye Gods, that 
<I may, at leaft, be allow’dto fee the Tomb of 
“ my Azrocomas.” Thus did the frequently 
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bewail her Fate ; and when the had long refus’d 
all manner of Suftenance, the Thieves, at latt, 
compell’d her to receive it by Force. 





After a tedious Voyage, they arriv’d at Alex- 
andria, where they immediately refolv’d to bring 
forth ANrui1a, and offer her to Sale to fome 
Merchants. Prrriaus, when he heard that the 
Tomb was broke open, and the Body carried 
away, was feiz’d with inconfolable Grief As 
for Aprocomas, he made ftrkt Enquiry, if 
any one could tell him Tidings of a ftrange 
Maid, who had been taken by Thieves; and 
when he defpair’d of fucceeding, weary with the 
Search, he retir’d into their Inn. Hrippo- 
rHouss Crew had provided a Supper for them- 
felves, and they feafted plentifully, but Anro- 
comas, overcharg’d with Grief, threw himfelf 
upon the Bed, and wept, and refus’d to eat, 
But while Hipporuous, and his Companions, 
were drinking, a certain old Woman, named 
Chryfion, there prefent, begun a Difcourfe to this 
Purpofe : “ Liften, O ye Guefts, to the Story 
* of an Accident which lately happen’d in this 
** City. Prrizaus, one of our chief Citizens, 
“ and Captain of thofe who preferve the Peace 
“ of Cilicia, marching forth in queft of Thieves, 
“ took fome, whom he brought in here, and 
“ with 
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with them, a moft beautiful Virgin: Her, he 
perfwaded to marry him. The Nuptials were 
“* folemniz’d ; but when fhe enter’d the Bridal 
** Chamber, ahaa fome Frenzy feiz’d her, 
ora defperate Paffion for fome other, is un- 
known ; but the fwallow’d a poifonous Draught, 
and ay’d. Thus the manner of her Death is 
related.” Hivpornous hearing this, “ This

“* feeks after: Azrocomas, indeed, heard the 
Stor y, but being quite worn out with exceffive 
Grief, had not regarded it; but, at laft, ftart- 
ing up at Hippornous’s Words, cry’d out, 
“ Now, alafs! my Anrura is certainly dead ; 
“ Her Tomb may be, perhaps, hereabouts, and 
“her Body. preferv’d.”. He then defir’d the 
old Woman, Curysion, to dirett them to the 
Tomb, and thew them the Body. “ This, fays 
“dhe, fighing, was the greateft Misfortune of 
“the unhappy Maid, for Perizavs interr’d 
her fumptuoufly, and adorn’d her fplendidly, 
but when fome Thieves had Intelligence, what

Store of Treafures was buried with her, they 
broke open the Tomb, carried away the Prize, 
“and hid the Body ; but Perizaus is now 
“¢ making the utmoft ftri& Search imaginable for 
“ them.” Asrocomas no fooner underftood 
this, than he rent his Cloaths, and wept abun- 
eo dantly, 
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dantly, crying out, “ Bravely and virtuoufly haft 
“ thou dy’d, my Anruia, but tis unhappy to 
C¢ fe abuled afterwards : What impious Robber 
¢ rages with fuch e xceflive Luft, as to covet thee 

st sad Death, and even to take away thy dead 
« Body? And how wretched am I, to be de- 
 priv’d of thee, the only Comfort I was capa- 
& ble of receiving 2? Now am | refolv'd on 
“ Death, but will tarry yet a while, 7till I can 
¢ find thy Body, clafp it in. thefe Arms, R. 
& have it interr’d in the fame Grave with mine.” 
Having thus faid, and his Tears ftill flowing, 
Hippotruous exhorted him to take Comfort 
after which, they retir’d to Reft: But ‘Crowds 
of uneafy Thoughts rack’d ABRocOMAS ’s Breaft : 
His Mind was perplex’d about his AnrutA, her 
Death, the Tomb, and the loft Body ; and Belg’ 
able to reftrain himfelf no longer, he goes out 
privately, as if-about fome particular Affairs, 
and (while Hipporuous, and his Affociates, 
lay over-charg’d with Wine) leaving them all, 
hafts to the Sea-fhore, where finding a Veffel 
bound for Alexandria, he enters immediately on 
board, hoping that the Thieves, who had carried 
all away, might be feiz’d in -Agypte

Ure’d on with thefe unhappy Hopes, he em- 
bark’d for Alexandria: The next Morning H1p- 
POTHOUS, 
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pornous, and his Crew, were enrag’d at the 
Lofs of him, and -having tarried a few Days 
there, to refrefh themfelves, refolv’d to pafs into 
Syria and Phenicia, and plunder the Country 
The Robbers who feiz’d ANnruia, fold her to 
fome Merchants of Alexandria for a great Price. 
They fed her delicately, and attended her care- 
fully, hoping thereby to difpofe of her to their 
better Advantage. A certain Perfon, then ar- 
rivd there from India, who came partly with 
Defire to view the City, and partly for 
the fake of Merchandife: He was one of the 
Princes of that Country, and his Name was 
Psammis. When he faw Anruia in the Mer- 
chant’s Poffeffion, Love {eiz’d him, wherefore 
giving them their Price, he receiw’d the Maid. 
“No fooner had he bought her, than he offer’d 
Violence to her, and endeavour’d to force her to 
his Will: She withftood him, at firft,.by Deni- 
als, but finding thefe ineffef&tual, fhe proceeded 
to tell him, that her Father, at her Birth, had 
dedicated her to Isis, “till. her Marriage, (for 
the Barbarians are naturally prone to Superttiti- 
on) and that a full Year of that Time was yet 
unexpir’d; “ If therefore, fays fhe, you force a 
** Virgin facred to Isrs, She will be enrag’d at 
“« the Offence, and your Punifhment will be 
“ dreadful.” Psammrs believ’d her, and adoring 
Ee} the 
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the GoddefS, defifted from all Attempts againit 
her for the future. 


Whilft fhe remain’d in the Cuftody of Psam- 
mis, as facred to Isis, the Veffel, wherein 
Asrocomas had embark’d, fail’d in her Courfeé 
to Alexandria, and fell into one of the Mouths of 
the Nile, call’d Paretion, on the Coaft of Pheni- 
cia. There, the Crew venturing on Shore, were 
met by fome Shepherds of the Country, who, 
after they had plunder’d them, bound them, and 
as them, by long Journeys, thro’ the De- 
ferts, to Pelufium, a City of e4igypt ; where they 

ld es An old Soldier, nam’d Araxus, 
purchas’d Azrocomas, whofe Wife Crno was 
hideous to behold, impudent in Difcourfe, and 
abandon’d to all manner of Intemperance. Scarce 
was Aprocomas brought within her Doors, but 
fhe was all on Fire, and impatient of Delay ; be- 
ing hurried on with an impetuous Defire of en- 
joying her Wifhes. Araxus lov’d Agroco- 
Mas, and adopted him for his Son. Cyno re- 
veal’d her wicked Inclinations to him, and in- 
created him to comply with her, promifing him, 
that he fhould be her Spoufé, for fhe would 
murder Araxus. This wasa dreadful Shock 
to Asrocomas, and many of his old Trou- 
bles then enter’d a-ftefh into his Mind: 


His 
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His Anrura, his Oath, and his Chattity 
which involv’d him in fo many Dangers. 
Cyno continually preffing him to yield, 
he, at laft, feemingly confented: Where- 
upon, that very Night, hoping to be hap- 
py in a new Spoufe, fhe murders Araxus, 
and tells Asrocomas the Story. He, ftruck 
with Horror at the Faét, and not able to 
bear her inordinate Importunity any longer, 
left her, and departed; difdaining all Con- 
verfé with a Woman who had embrew’d her 
‘Hands in the Blood of her Husband. She 
recolleting her felf, as foon as the Dawn 
appear'd, hafted into a publick Place of the 
City, where, among a Multitude of Citi 
zens, fhe bewail’d the Lofs of her Spoufe, 
and afferted, that he was flain by a Slave, 
whom he had lately purchas’d: And thus 
faying, fhe wept bitterly, that fo the Rab- 
ble might the more readily believe her, 
Agprocomas was hereupon feiz’d, chain’d, 
and fent to the Prefect of e£¢ypt: He was 
accordingly convey’d to Alexandria, to fife 
fer for his fuppofed Sree of murdering his 
Mafter ARAXxus.

wean PPOTHOUS, and his Com- 
ia pany, march’d from Tarfw, into 
Syria; {poiling all the Country they 


pais’d through, burning Villages, 





and flaying the Inhabitants. In 
this ProgrefS, they came to Laodicea, but there, 
they behav’d not as Robbers, but as Strangers de- 
firous to view the City. He made ftri& Enquiry 
for Aprocomas wherever he came, but finding 
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his Endeavouirs ineftec&t direfted his Journey 
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defign’d to profecute their former Trade. Ha- 
ving, therefore gather’d a ftout Company toge- 
ther, they travel to Pelufium, and failing thence 
up the Nile, arrive at Hermupolis and Schedia, 
and entering the Trench cut by Menexaus (for 
they left Alexandria) pals by Memphis, a City 
facred to Isrts, and thence to Afendes, where 
they encreas’d their Crew, and chofe themfelves 
Guides out of the Inhabitants. Departing thence, 
they touch at Leontopols, and paffing by many 
obfeure Villages, arrive at Coptus, a City on the 
Confines of ethiopia. There, they refolve to 
exercife their Robberies, for the Roads there- 
abouts were always crowded with Merchants, 
travelling to ethiopia, and Iedia. Thefle Rob- 
ae PRIDE Five Hundred in Number, feécur’d 
the Paffes over the e£thiopian Mountains, pofted 
them ee in the moft advantageous Places, and 
determin’d to plunder all who pafs’d by. 


Azrocomas was brought before the Prefeét 
of egypt, whom the Inhabitants of Pelufium had 
before certify’d, by Letters, of the Death of 
Araxus, and that fuch a daring Vil 
committed by a Slave. The Governor siete 
upon the Credit of thefe Letters, without further 
Enguiry into the Merits of the Caufe, com- 
manded-him to be Crucify’d. Being now fruck 
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dumb with fuch a Load of Miferies, his only 
remaining Comfort was, that he deem’d his An- 
Tu1a already dead. Thofe who receiv’d the Or- 
ders, drew him to the Banks of Nile, and per- 
ceiving a Place where a craggy Rock projected 
over the River, they there erected the Crofs, and 
faften’d him thereto with Cords by binding his 
Hands and Feet, as is the Cuftom of Crucifixion 
in that Country. They then departed, thinking 
they had fufficiently fecur’d him. He beholding 
the Sun, and the River Wile, ftraight cries out, 
“ O God, who prefideft over «#¢ ypt, fam’d for 
“ Benificence to Mankind, and by whom the 
«* Earth and Sea firft appear’d; If I lave com- 
“* mitted any unjuft Action, let me die here in 
“ Mifery, and may my Pains, if poffible, be 
“* augmented : But if a wicked Woman has falfly 
** accus’d me, let not the Waters of Nile be pol- 
 Iuted by a Body wrongfully put to Death; nor 
“¢ be thou Witnefs of this Scene: Let nota Man, 
“* guilty of no Crime, perifh in thy Territories.” 
Thus he continued his Prayer, and the God pi- 
ty d him, for, by a fadden Blaft of Wind, ruth- 
ing upon the Place, not only the Crofs, but the 
rocky Foundation where it ftood, was caft vio- 
lently into the River. Asrocomas, falling thus 
into the Nile, was born down with the Stream, 
the Water neither injuring him, nor the Cords 
where-

wherewith he was bound hindring his Courfc, 
nor the Beafts offering to devour him : And thus 
he floated down the River, thro’ one of its Mouths, 
into the Sea. There, the Guards of the Coaft 
took him up, and carried him, as one fled from 
Juftice, before the Prefect of e#¢ypt, who now, 
more enrae’d, and judging Aprocomas a noto- 
rious Offender, commanded a Pile to be erected, 
and him to be burnt. Then, were-all Things pre- 
par'd: The Pile rais’d near the Mouth of Nile, 
Asrocomas laid thereon, and the Fire put to 
it. Now had the Flames almoft touch’d the Bo- 
dy, when he pray’d, as powerfully as poflible, 
to be fav’d from inftant Death: The Nile then 
immediately fwell’d above his Banks, and the 
Waters overflowing the Place, quench’d the 
Flames. This Deliverance appear’d miraculous 
to all the Beholders, infomuch, that they carried 
him once more before the Prefect of -£¢ypt, de- 
claring what had happen’d, as alfo the A flittance 
which the Nile had given him. He was fur- 
prizd.at the Story, wherefore ordering ABno- 
comas into fafe Cuftedy, he commanded all 
Care to be taken of him, ’till he fhould throughly 
learn the manner of his Life, and why the Geds 
were {0 folicitous for his Safety. 


While he continued in Confinement, Psam- 
mrs, who had purchas’d Awruta, determin’d to 
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return Home, and accordingly, prepar’d every 
thing for his Journey. He muft of Neceffity pafs 
through higher e4gypt, and e#rhiopia, where 
Hipporuouns, aitd-‘his Crew, had pofted them- 
felves : Being every way well furnith’d with Ca- 
sand Affes, and Horfes bearing Burthens, and 
a great Quantity of Gold and Silver, with much 
Aparrel, he fet forwards on his Jouimey, carrying 
Anruia along with him. She, leaving Alexandria, 
came to Memphis, where kneeling down before the 
Temple of Is1s, fhe pray’d thus, “ O moft be- 
“ nificent of all Deities, hitherto have I preferv’d 
my Chaitity, and kept my Nuptial Vows, 
while | was fuppos’d facred to thee: Now I

main conftant .to him, even after his Death.” 
When the had finith’d her Prayer, they proceed- 
ed in their Expedition, and arriv’d at Coptus, 
but afcending the Mountains of ethiopia, were 
met by Hipporuous, who having flain Psam- 
Mis, and moft of his Servants, and {eiz’d all the 
Money, took Anrura Captive. He then caus’d 
all the Spoils to be brought together, and hid in 
a Cave hard by, which was commodious for that 
Purpofe : 
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Purpofe: ANTHIA entring therein neither knew 
oO > 
Hipporuous, nor He her, and being acciden- 
tally ask’d who fhe was, and of what Country, 
fhe diffembling, told them ihe was an eg yptian 
D? : AG ? 
and her Name MEMPHITIS. 


While the was inthe Robber’s Cave, the Pra- 
feel of egypt commanded Azrocomas to be 
fent for, and by a full Information of the whole 
"Affair, underftanding the Truth of the Story, 
he pitied his Misfortunes, order’d him Money, 
and promis’d to take Care he fhould be convey d 
fafe to Ephefus. He return’d him hearty Thanks 
for his KindnefS, but beg’d that he would fuffer 
him to fearch for his Anruis. Having there- 
fore difmifs'd him, with large Prefents, he em- 
bark’d for Iraly, witha full Refolution to enquire 
for her there ; and the Prefect of -£eypt being 
well affur’d of the manner of Araxus’s Death, 
caus’d Cxno to be apprehended and crucify’d. 


Anruta, ftill continuing in the Cave, one of 
the Robbers, ANcuiarus by Name, who had 
the Charge of her, fell in Love with her, He 
accompanied Hippornous from Syria, was a 
Laodicean by Birth, much efteem’d by his Matter, 
and of great Account among the whole Crew 
He firft endeavour’d to win her by fair Speeches, 


and afterwards proceeded to harth Language, de- 
K 2 figning 
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figning to requeft her asa Gift from H1ppo- 
Hous; but fhe was inflexible, and all his Hopes 
ineffetual, for neither the Cave, nor her Bonds, 
nor the threatning Robber, could alter her Refo- 
lutions : She preferwd her felf for ABrocomas, 
tho’ fhe fuppos’d him dead; and many Times, 
when fhe could retire a little in fecret, fhe would 
cry out, “ lam Wife to Azrocomas alone, 
*€ even tho’ I fhould die for him, or fuffer worfe 
** ‘Treatment than I have yet fuffer’d.” Hew- 
ever ANcH14LUS’s Malady continu’d to encreaie, 
andthe daily Sight of Anruta enflam’d him 
40 much, that not able to bear it any longer, he 
-refolv’d to ule Violence ; and accordingly, on a 
certain Night, when Hipporuous, and his 
Companions, were abfent, he attack’d her, and 
endeavour d to gain her by Force. She, fo fud- 
ain aly affaulted, without the leaft Heefitation, 
faatch’d up a drawn Sword, which lay at Hand, 
and, therewith, gave Ancutatus a mortal 
Wound ; for while he ftrave to embrace and kifg 
her, and accordingly had thrown himfelf upon 
her, the feiz’d the Sword, and theath’d it in his 
Brealt. He fuffer’d, indeed, a juft Punifhment 
for his Luft, but fhe, terrify’d with the Sight, 
form’d many Refolutions within herfelf One 
while, the thought of flaying her felf, but the 
faint Hopes fhe ftill had of her Aprocoma S, 
prevented her : Then, of making her Efcape out 
of 
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of the Cave, but confidering that would not a- 
vail her, as being deftitute both of Neceflaries, 
and a Guide, fhe refolv’d, at laft, toftay, and 
fuffer whatever Punidhment her God thought fit 
to infli& upon her. Tortur’d with a thoufand 
Anxieties of Mind, fhe had no Reft that Night, 
and as foon as the Dawn appeard, Hippo- 
rHous, and his Companions, entring the Cave, 
perceiv'd Ancuiarus flain, and ANrura near 
the Body. They gucfs’d the Fact, and, exa- 
mining her, foon underftood all. They took 
the Matter heinoufly, and refolv’d to revenge 
the Murther of their Affociate. Many kinds 
of Death were propos’d: Some faid, fhe ought 
to.be flain, and her Body buried with ANcuI- 
actus: Others advis’d to crucify her. Hrppo- 
raous, vex’d for the Lofs of his Friend, con- 
trivda Punifhment ftill more dreadful. He or- 
derd a large and deep’ Pit to be dug, and An- 
ruta to be caft therein, with Two Dogs for her 
Companions ; that fhe, who had perpetrated fo 
black a Crime, might fuffer a fuitable Punsth- 
ment. His Commands were obey’d, the Pit was 
dug, and Anrura let down. The Dogs were 
of the egyptian Breed, fierce, and dreadful to 
look at. After they were let down, huge Pieces 
of Timber were laid over it, and thofe cover’d 
with Earth. This was not far from the Nile, 
and one AMPHINOMUS Was appointed to guard 
the 
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the Place. He, having long had a tender Re- 
{pe& for ANTH1a, now pitty’d her the more; 
and being fenfibly touch’d with her Mifery, 
firft confider’'d how it might be poffible to pre- 
ferve her alive, and unhurt by the Dogs: Where- 
fore, daily moving away fome of the Timbers 
which coverdthe Pit, he let down Bread and 
Water to her, and entreated her to be of good 
Cheer. The Dogs thus fed, offer’d not to feize 
upon her, but, on the contrary, grew tame and 
tractable. She reflecting deeply on her prefent 
State, begun to figh and fay, “ Alafs! What a 
 Wretch am I! What fort of Punifhment do I 
“ now fufier: A Pit! a Dungeon! Dogs my 
“¢ Companions! whom, neverthelefs, I find much 
*¢ more merciful than the Thieves. All this, O 
“ my Asrocomas, I endure for thy Sake. 
“ Thou waft once in the like Mifery, for I left 
“ thee in Bonds at Tyre: But if thou art yet 
** alive, can conquer any thing. Who knows 
<¢ but it may be our Lot to enjoy each other {till ? 


But if thou art dead, in vain do I endeavour to 


“ preferve Life; and in vain does my Guard, 


“¢ whoever he be, pity my Misfortunes. ” Ha- 
ving thus faid, fhe wept abundantly. Thus did 
ANruia remain confin’d, with Two Dogs, ina 


Pit; and Ampyinomus continud to comfort 
her daily, as alfo to mitigate the Fury of the 
Dogs, by affording them Subfiftance. 
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oj) Leave of eAigypt, could not 

) : gain Italy, as he intended, be- 
M caufé his Ship was tofs’d by 
| contrary Winds, and driven 
fiom her right Courfe: He 
therefore landed at Syracufa, a fair and populous 
City of Sicily, and determin’d to travel round 
the Ifland, to enquire if he could hear any News 
of his Anrura. He was receiv’d into the Houfe 
of a certain old Fifherman, near the Shore, 
named &craLeus, who was poor, and a Fo- 
reigner. He, neverthelefs, entertain'd Azro- 
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comas hofpitably, and freely fed him by the 
Produce of his Labour: He alfo lov’d him dearly, 
and call’d him hisSon. They would, fometimes, 
enter into ferious Difcourfe together, and when 
Agrocomas had told the Story of his Troubles. 
his Anruia, his Love, and his Adventures 


fEciaLtzeus alfo begun to relate his in the fol- 
lowing Manner : 
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“ Tam no Sicilian, my Son Arrocomas, I 
am not a Native of this IMand,. but a Lacede- 
monian of Sparta, de{cended from Parents blefs’d 
with Wealth and Honours there. In. the 
Bloom of my Youth, I lov’d a Maid of the 
fame City, whofe Name was Tue1xinor, 
and fhe return’d my Love. When the Vigils 
were folemniz’d, we met together, and the 
Gods dire&ing us, enjoy’d the Pleafures we 
defird. Wehad many Meetings afterwards, 
in private, where, by mutual Vows-and Oaths, 
we bound our felves, to be for ever true to 
each other, and that Death alone fhould part 
us. But fome God envy’d me my Blifs, for 
I had fearce ftil’d my feif Man, when my 
Tusrx1nozr’s Parents promis’d her in Mar- 
riage, toone ANpROcLES, an Inhabitant of 
the fame City, who alfo lov’d her. The 
Maid delay’d their Nuptials along Time, by 
various Excufes, and at lait, willing to be 
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<¢ eyer mine, confénted that we fhould make our 
¢ Efcape from Lacedemon by Night, we there- 
“ fore habited our felves like Youths, and I cut 
& off Tuerxinor’s Locks, on her Marriage- 
“ Night. Having thus left the City, we took 
<-our Way thro’ Argos to Corith, and going 
“ on board a Veffel there, fail’d into Sicily. 
« The Lacedemonians hearing of our Flight, con- 
<¢ demn’d us to Death. Here, indeed, we have 
“ Jong ftruggled with Want, but as we had the 
“ dear Enjoyment of each othet’s Converfe, we 
<« Jiy’d as comfortably as if we had roll’d in Plen- 
«ty, Here alfo, not long fince, my TuHerxi- 
¢¢ nox dy’d. Her Body is not bury’d; for I 
“ keep it by me, and admire her, now fhe is 
« dead, little lefs than when fhe was alive. ” 


Having thus faid, he led Azrocomas into 
an inner Chamber, and fhew’d him an old Wo- 
man, once beautiful, and Wife to AGIALEUS. 
Her Body was embalm’d after the egyptian 
Manner, he being excellently skill’d in that Art ; 
© And this is She, faid he, my Son ABRoco~ 
“ mas, I talk to her as tho’ fhe were living; 
“Jay her by me, when | fleep, or when I eat 5 
“ and if I return home, weary with Labour, 
the Sight of her refrelhes me. But, O my 
“ Son, fhe appears to me far different from what 
< fhe now is: Her Idea is fix’d in my Heart, as 


© Tonce faw her at Lacedemon, at the Vigils, 
L “ and 
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“and in our Flight.” Whilft Acrateus was 


thus fpeaking, Anrocomas fetch'da deep Sigh, 
and faid, “ O moft unhappy Anruia, when 
“* fhall I find thee, even dead! The Body of 
“ ‘THELx1NOe is now the chief Confolation of 
AiGiareus’s Life; and by this I have learn’d, 
that true Love is not to be defae’d by Age : 
I have already fearch’d all Lands and Seas, 
and cannot hear of thee. O unfortunate Pre- 
dictions! O Puorsus! who gaveli fuch ri- 
gorous Refponfes, now pity us, and let the 
Prophefies haften to a Conclufion. a 


€¢ 
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Jn this mournful Manner did Aprocomas 
{pend his Time at Syracufz, but HEc1atzus com- 
forted him, and taught him his Art. Hyippo- 
THOUS, Who was now at the Bead of a Band 
of ftout Robbers, determin’d to depart from 
ethiopia, and attempt greater Exploits; for 
he was not contented to feize Travellers one by 
one, but he muft attack whole Towns and Vil- 
Jages: Wherefore loading all his Spoils, where- 
of he had vaft Plenty, upon Horfes and Camels, 
and quitting Ethiopia, he, with his Crew, 
pafs'd thro’ e4'¢ ype to Alexandria, and’ had fieth 
Defigns upon Phenicia and Syria. He now be- 
hiev’d Anrura to be dead 5 but Ampninomus, 
whom he had appointed to watch the Pit, where- 
in the was enclos’d, giving Way to Love, and 
hot enduring to be torn from that dear Maid, 


whom 
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whom he fo highly priz’d; and being, befides, 
fearful of fome impending Milchief, deferted 
from Hiprpornous, as many of his Compani- 
ons had done before, and conceal’d himfelf ina 
Cave, where he alfo convey’d all the Provifions 
he had gather’d together. Hipporuows’s Crew 
entring a Village by Night, nam’d Arrius, with 
Defign to plunder it, Ampuinomus open’d the 
Pit, and brought forth his Amruia: He exhort- 
ed her to be of good Courage, and while fhe ftill 
remain’d fearful, and fufpicious, he fwore by the 
Sun, and the reft of the e#gyptian Deities, that 
fhe fhould preferve her felf pure, and that he 
would not oblige her, even to Marriage, with« 
out her free Confent. She, relying on his Oath, 
follow’d him, and the Dogs were their faithful 
Companions. Whenthey reach’d Coptw, they 
defign’d to tarry there, fome Days, “till Hrppo- 
rHous was march’d further off, taking Care, in 
the mean Time, that fach watchfil Guards as 
their Dogs were, should not want a duc and ne- 
ceffary Support. 


When Hivpornous came to Arrius, he flew 
many of the Inhabitants, and {etting Mire to their 
Houfes, departed, not the Way he defiga’d, but 
down the Nile: For the Inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring Towns gathering together, embark’d in 
their Boats, and fail’d to Svbedia * *® and again 
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going on board, fell down the Stream a confide- 
rable Way, and then leaving it, march’d, by 
Land, thro’ the reft of e4gypt. So foon as the 
Prefect of egypt was throughly inform’d of 
what had happen’d at Arriws, and that Hip po- 
tHous, and his Crew, had left e4ihiopia 5 he 
rais'd a great Force, appointing one PoLyipus, 
a Youth of elegant Form, and of a bold and en- 
terprizing Soul, to be their Captain. He accept- 
ing the Charge, met Hipporuous at Pelufium, 
and there, near the Banks of the River, a fharp 
Battle enfued ; great Numbers fell on both Sides, 
and when Night came on, the Robbers betaking 
themfelves to Flight, were purfued, and many 
of them were flain by the Soldiers, and many 
taken Prifoners: Hipporuous alone, cafting 
away his Armour, efcap’d, by Favour of the 
Night, to Alexandria. When he came there, 
he enter’d privately on board a Ship, and wag, 
very defirous to {ee Sicily ; becaufe there,he ima- 
gin’d, he might not only remain conceal’d, but 
alfo procure ftore of all Neceffaries, for he had 
heard that Sicily was a large and plentiful Ifland. 
Poryipus thought it not fufficient to have 
overcome that Band of Robbers, but he was re- 
folv'd to make a thorough Search, and entirely 
to rout them out of -4g¢ypr 5 for he prefiim’d he 
fhould either mect with Hrpporuous, or fome 
of his Crew: And accordingly, witha Party of 
his own Forces, and fome Captives, whom he 
made ule of to difcover their Comyanions, he 
fail 
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fail’d up the Nile, fearch’d all the Towns he 
pafs’d through, and defign’d to penetrate as far 
as eAithiopia. Arriving at Coptus, where Am- 
pHINOMUS, with Anruia, lay hid; the Spies 
faw him, knew him, and gave Potyipas Intel- 
ligence. He was feiz’d, and, on his Examina- 
tion, confefs’d the whole Story concerning An- 
ruta, who being fent for, fhe was ask’d who fhe 
was, and of what Country? She conceal’d the 
Truth, and only acquainted him, that fhe was 
an eg yptian, lately taken by the Robbers. Po- 
Lyrpus had fcarce made anend of asking her 
Queftions, before he was violently inflam’d with 
her Charms; and, notwithftanding he had a 
Wife at Anes dria, he endeavour’d, by foft 
Words, and large Promifes, to gain her Affetti- 
ons. They then departed for Alexandria, and 
taking Memphis in his Way, he there attempted 
to ufe Violence. She, as foon as fhe found a fit 
Opportunity, broke away from him, and enter’d 
the Temple of Is1s, where profirating her felf, 
“ Thou, O GoddefS of e£eypr, fays the, once 
“ more preferve the Wretch, whom thou haft 
“* often fav'd; and let Poryipus, for thy Sake, 
“« fpare me, who have, hitherto, kept my Vows 
“© of Chaftity to Azrocomas.” Poxryrpus, 
ftruck with the Fear of the Goddels, the Love 


of Antuia, anda generous Commileration of 
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rer Sufferings, approac! h’d the Temple of the 


Sun, and there fwore never to attempt to cain 
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her by Force, or offer any further Injury to her, 
but that fhe fhould live chafte as long as fhe 
pleas’d. He, at the fame time, protefted that 
he deem’d it fufficiént Happinefs, to be allowd 
the Freedom of feeing her, and difcourfing fa- 
yniliarly with her. 





Anrura giving Credit to his Oaths, came 
forth, and as they had purpofed to tarry Three 
Days at Aemphis, to provide themfelves with 
Neceffaries, fhe took that Opportunity to vifit 
the Temple of Apis, the moft fumptuous Fa- 
brick ine#igypt. That God gave Anfwers to all. 
Querifts, for whoever addrefs’d the Deity, en- 
terd the Temple, and the e4¢yptians, the 
Keepers thereof, fometimes in Profe, and fome-~ 
times in Verfe, declar’d future Contingencies. 
Anruia approaching, proftrated her fel} and 
faid, “ O God, favourable to Mankind ! and, 
<¢ above all others, compaffionate to Strangers ! 
“ Pity me the moit unfortunate of Women, 
“ and return me a true Anfwer concerning my 
< Azrocomas. If indeed, I am ever hence- 
“ forth to fee, or enjoy him as a Husband, I 
“¢ fhall live and hope, but if he be dead, ‘tis 
“ much better for me to refign this uncomfort- 
“ able Life.” Having thus faid, dhe burft into 
Tears, and departed. In the mean Time, the 
Boys playing round the Temple, cry’d out, with 
a loud Voice, “ Anvura dhall foon enjoy her 


 Hus- 
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“ Husband Azrocomas.” At which Words, 


her Courage return’d, fhe thank’d the God, and 
forthwith proceeded on her Journey to ‘Alexan- 
élria. 


The Wife of Poryipus hearing that her 
Husband was about to bring home a favourite 
Maid, and fearing left the Stranger fhould have 
the Preference, meditated, within her own 
Breaft, how to be reveng’d on her, who feem’d 
to threaten the fharing of her Nuptial Joys. 
Inthe mean Time, Poryipus having given the 
Prafect of ~#gypt an Account of his Succefé, 
continued to trace out the Remains of thofe 
Dilturbers of the Empire ; and, during his Ab- 
fence, his Wife Ruznaa calling for Anruta, 
who was then in the Houfé, rent her Garments, 
and beat and abus’d her, crying out,  O walled 
“ Woman ! the Difturber of my Marriage Joys, 
“in vain does Poryrpus efteem thee fair. 
This Beauty of thine is of little U{€ to thee, 
unlefs to procure thee gentler TYeatment 
among the Thieves, or a Night’s Lodging 
with fome reeling Debauchee ; but Ruzn#a’s 
“ Bed dhall not be thus fhamefully abus’d. ” 
Having thus faid, fhe cut off her Locks,. bound 
her, and deliver’d her to a trufty Servant of hers,

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nam’d Cry rus, with orders to tranfport her to 
fraly, and there fell her to a Bawd, for, by that 


Means, adds the, “¢ You, who are fo beautiful, 
cé 


may 
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« may fatisfy your Luft.” Anruia, drown'd 

in Tears, was led away by Ciyrus, crying out, 

as flie went, with a mournful Voice,  O un- 

«© happy Beauty, ever prejudicial to its Poffeffor, 
“ why haft thou involv’d me in fo many Mii- 

«© chiefs 2? Were not the Bonds, the Murder, the 

¢¢ Tomb, and the Thieves, Punifhments enough, 

¢ but I muft be condemn’d to a Stews? And thall 

<¢ my Chaftity, fo long preferv'd for Anroco- 
« s:49’s fake, be, at laft, expos’d to a publick 

« Brothel ? O my Lord Cryrus, cry’d the, 
€¢ falling at his Feet, hurry me not away to that 
€ deteftable Place, but rather flay me thy felf ; 

« Tfhall never own a Bawd for my Miftrefs, ha- 
“ving always had a Difpofition to Virtue. ” 
Cryrus liften’d to her Complaint, and pitied her, 
but durft not difobey his Miftrefs’s Orders. Af- 
ter fhe was difpatch’d into Italy, Poryipus re- 
turning home, was told by his Wife, that An- 
ruia was fled, which he, confidering how Mat. 
ters might ftand, eafily believ'd. AnrH1a was 
carried to Tarentum, a City of Italy, where Ciy- 
rus, purfuant to Ruzn @a’s Direttions, fold her 
to a Bawd, who gazing on her Features, and ad- 
miring them, as having never feen the like before, 
imagin’d fhe fhould make a pradigious Advan- 
tage of her; She therefore allow’d her three 
Days, as well to recover her Spirits, loft by the 
Fatigue of the Voyage, as to be curd of the 
Blows which Ruen #a had given her, 

As 
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As foon as Cryrus returnd to Alexandria, 
he certify’ Rusenma of what he had done. 
Hipporuous, inthe meantime, landed in Si- 
cily, not at Syracufa, but at Tauromenium, and was 
much ftraiten’d, at firft, for Subfiftance. When 
Asrocomas had tarried a long time at Syracufa, 
he fell into great Grief and Anguith, becaufe he 
could neither find his ANruia, nor fo much as 
procure a fafe Paffage home. He therefore pur- 
pos’d to pafs over from Sicily to Italy, defigning, 
if he could hear no News of her there, to under- 
takea mournful Voyage to Ephefus, Their Pa- 
vents, and all the Ephefians, had been long troubled 
for them, and having receiv’d neither Letter, nor 
Meffage, fince their Departure, fent every where 
about, to enquire after them; and, at laft, un- 
able to bear the Burthen of their Sorrows, and 
old Age, any longer, they voluntarily put an 
End to their Miferies, and their Lives together, 


Whilft Azrocomas travell’d into Italy, Liv- 
con and Ruopa, once Servants to him and An- 
ruta, (their Matter Kantuu s being dead, and ha- 
ving left them large Poffeffions) determin’d to re- 
turn home, as if their former Mafter and Miftrefs 
had been fafe, for they thought, that themfelves 
had fuffer’d Plagues enough: All Things being, 
therefore, provided, they embark’d for Ephefus,and 
after a few Days failing, arriv’d at Rhodes, where 
being affur’d, that Asrocomas and Anrura 
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were not fafe, and thei Parents dead, they de- 
ferr'd their intended Voyage a while, ’till they 
fhould hear fome further News concerning them. 


The Bawd, who had purchas’'d Anruta, fore’d 
her to ftand before her Door, in rich Habit? 
fhining with Gold; but when fhe was thus led 
forth, fhe cry’d out witha loud Voice, “ Alas, 
“ Wretch that Iam! Were not my paft Miferies 
** fufficient, the Chains and the Thieves, but that 
“* my Body mutt now be let out to hire. O Beau- 
“ ty, juftly deftruétive, why fhouldft thou remain 
fo unfeafonably with me? But wherefore do I 
{pend my Time thus in weeping, and do not 
rather contrive fome Means to preferve my 
“ Chaftity.” When the had vented her Grief, 
fhe was led back into the Bawd’s Houfe, who 
fometimes bid her take Courage, and at other 
times threaten’d her. When fhe ftood thus be- 
fore the Door, a Multitude of Admirers crowded 
round her, many of whom were ready to pur- 
chafe their Pleafure at any Rate, but fhe finding 
her felf involv’d in unfpeakable Mifery, at laft, 
contriv’d a Way of avoiding them, and accord- 
ingly funk down to the Earth, all at once ; 
her Nerves were relax’d, her Body enfeebled, and 
fhe counterfeited that Difeafé which is nam’d 
the Divine. All the Company then prefent, feiz’d 
with Pity, or Fear, forgot their former Flames, 
and profferd her their Affiftance.. The Bawd 
dreading 
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dreading this Accident, and believing her to be 
really fick, carried her into the Houfe to repofe, 
and recover her Health : As foon as fhe camea 


' little to her felt, fhe begun to enquire into the 
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had nothing to accufe her with, becaufe her 


Caufe of her Diftemper. She reply’d, ‘ I had 


told you of this Malady of mine before, and 
whatever has happen’d on that Account, but 
Modefty then oblig’d me to Silence; but as 
you are now acquainted with this, I fhall not 
be afham’d to relate them. Know then, that 
while I wasa Child, ata folemn Preceffion, 
on the Vigils of a Fettival, I chane’d to ftray 
from my Companions, and came to the Tomb 
of a Perfon lately interr’d, when a certain Man 
leaping out from behind the Tomb, endea- 
vour'd to lay hold of me: I fhriek’d out aloud, 
and fled. His Afpett terrify’d me, but much 
more his rough and hollow Voice. ‘The Dawn, 
at laft, appear’d, when he fufter’d me to efcape, 
but before he left me, he ftruck me on the 
Breaft, and told me he had given me this Dif- 
eafe. The Malady forthwith feiz’d me, and 
has ever fince tortur’d me feveral Ways, but 
I befeech you, O my Miftrefs, continu’d the, 
be not offended at me for what is not my 
Crime, for you may ftill difpofe of me, with- 
out Lofs.” The Bawd was griev’d at this, but 


Sufferings were againift her Will. 
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While the lay fick at the Bawd’s Houfe, AsRKo- 
comas, leaving Sicily, came to Nuceria, a City 
of Italy, and was much at a Lofs how to procure 
the common Neceffaries of Life; his firft 
Thoughts were, however, employ’d about his A n- 
Tura, the Care of his Life, and the Caufe of his 
wandring. When he fucceeded not in his Search 
after her, he hird himfelf to work among the 

tone-Cutters, a hard Task to a Body unaccn- 
ftom’d to long or heavy Labour, Wearied with 
Toil, he would often deplore his Condition, 
“ Lo, my Anruia, would he fay, here is your 
*° ABROCOMAS a Servant to a moft laborious 
*€ Bufinefs ! Now have I fold my Body into Sla- 
*« very indeed, but if I could have any Hope of 
* finding thee, and {pending the laft Part of my 
f€ Jife wich thee, that would be my chief Com- 
*¢ fort: Now do I, a Wretch, macerate my felf 
€ with vain and unprofitable Drudgery, while 
*¢ you are, in fome Place or other, dying with 
* Defire to fee me ; for, my deareft Anruia, I 
** can never believe, that even Death it felf can 
** entirely blot me out of your Remembrance. ” 


Thus did he pour forth his Complaints, and groan 
beneath the Weight of his hard Labour, while 
he was prefent to his Antara, at Tarentum, ina 
Dream; She feem’d to be in the fame Bed with 
him, a beautiful Nymph with a beautiful Youth; 
and fhe thought, that was the firft Moment 
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of 
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of their mutual Embraces : Then a certain come- 
ly Woman feem’d to fnatch her Lover out of her 
Arms, whereat fhe cry’d out, and calling on 
him by Name, awoke. Arifing ftraight, and 
imagining her Dream to be real, fhe wept, and 
faid, “ Alas, Wretch thatlam ! I fuffer Toils 
and Miferies of all kinds, and ftudy all means 


“* to fecure my Chaftity, whilft thou, my Asro- 
““ comas, art, perhaps, captivated with ano- 
€¢ 


ther’s Charms, as my Dream feems to denote; 
“¢ Why do I therefore live ? Why do | torment 
my felf? “tis more defirable, fure, to die, and 
““ free my felf, at once, from an unhappy Life, 
*¢ and this unbecoming and dangerous Slavery.” 


Thus did fhe continue her Complaints, weep- 
ing, and fought to flay her felf In the mean 
time, Hivporuous, the Perinthian, having, for 
fome Time, labour’d under great Difficulties at 
Tauromenium, married arich old Woman at laft, 
who low’d hun to Diftraétion, and the dying foon 
after, left him Mafter of all her Subftance. A 
ereat Number of Servants, ftore of choice Gar- 
ments, and a plentiful and magnificent Houfhold 
Furniture was there, whereupon he refolv’d to 
fail over into /taly, and purchafe Slaves of excel- 
lent Form ani Fvavres, and procure other 
Things furitable to his State. He now remem- 
ber’d Asrocomas, and with’d to find him, 
thinking it would add to his Happinefs, if he 
could 
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could make him.a Partner in his Life and Riches. 
He accordingly pafs‘d into Italy, and only one 
beautiful and agreeable Servant, nam’d Cxr1s- 
THENES, follow’d him out of Sicily, his faithful 
Companion, and fharer of all his Fortunes. 





When the Bawd perceiv’d Anruta fully reco- 
verd, fhe brought her to Market, and offer’d her 
to Sale, at which time Hipporuous happening 
to arrive at Tarentum, in {earch of fome beautiful 
Purchafe, faw, and knew her: He was mightily 
furpriz’d at the Sight, and a Thoufand Thoughts 
perplex’d his Mind. “ Is not this, faid he, the 
** fame Maid whom | once fhut up with two 
“Dogs in a Pit in e#igypt, to revenge the Death 
“ of AncuiaLus.? What a Change is this ? 
‘¢ How was the fav’d ? How could fhe efcape out

has here been?” Thus faying, and approach. 
ing nearer, to buy her, he ask’d her “ Doft thou 
** not know e4’gypt, my Maid? Waft thou not, 
“ there, feiz’d by Robbers? Didft thou not, there, 
“ fuffer much Hardfhip ? Refolve me, I entreat 
“¢ you, for I fancy I have feen youthere. ” She 
hearing e#gypt nam’d, and remembring Ancut- 
ALUS, the Robbers, and the Pit, figh’d and 
groan d, and look’d upon Hippornous, but 
could not call him to Mind: At laft, the reply’d, 
“ Many Things, and grievous, O Stranger, 
“‘ whoever thou art, did I endure in eAgypr, 


“ where 
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“ where I was taken by Robbers: But tell me, I 


befeech you, how you came to the Knowledge 
of me, and my Miféries ? I have, indeed, un- 
dergone many fingular and noted Hardfhips, 
but cannot remember your Face.” Hippo- 
THOUS hearing this, and being now fully affur’d 
who dhe was, without more Words, bought her 
of the Bawd, led her Home, bid her take Cou- 
rage, told her his Name, what had befallen him 
in e£gypt, his Flight, and his Riches. She then 
beg’d he would forgive her former Crime, and 
confefs’d, that Ancuiatus was flain by her 
Hand, while he offer’d to violate her Chaftity. 
She alfo told him the Story of the Pit, and of 
Ampuinomus; the mildnefs of the Dogs, and 
the Manner of her Efcape. He had Compaffion 
upon her, and enquir’d no further, but by his 
daily Converfe with her, begun to be in Love, 
Fle endeavour’d to gain her by large Promifes, 
which the, at firft, refus’d to accept, pretending. 
the was not worthy to afcend her Mafter’s Bed, 
but, at laft, when he begun to be impatient of 
- Delay, and nothing elfe would fatisfy him, and 
fhe deem’d it better to difclofe all, even her moft 
fecret Thoughts, than forfeit her Vows to her 
Lover, told him the whole Truth concerning 
Azrocomas, and the Ephefian Phyfician, her 
Love, her Oath, and her Misfortunes, now and 
then fighing for a Sight of him. Hrpporuous 
no fooner underftood that fhe was An ruia, Wife 
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to his chief Friend, but he embrac’d her, and de- 
firing her to be of good Cheer, gave her a full 
Relation of his Friendihip with Asrocomas: Ee 
then treated her courtcoufly, for her Husband’s 
fake, and refolv’d to fearch every where, if poffi- 
ble, to find him out. 





Asrocomas, at firft, earn’d his Bread, by hard 
Labour, at Nuceria, but at laft, no longer able to 
endure it, he purpos’d to embark on board a Vetfel, 
and fail forEphefws,and accordingly, coming tothe 
Sea-fhore by Night, and having procurd a Ship, 
he fail’d back into Sicily, defigning to touch at 
Crete, Cyprus, and Rhodes, and, at laft, to reach 
Ephefus: He alf6 hop’d, that in fo long a Voyage, 
he might hear fome News of his ANrura: With 
a flender Store, therefore, by a fhort run, he gain’d 
Sicily, where finding his old Hoft AGiatzus 
dead, he perform’d Funeral Rites for him, and 
wept over him: Then again fetting Sail, and paf- 
fing by Crete, he arriv’d at Cyprus, where tarrying 
fome Days, and offering up his Prayers to the 
Cyprian Goddefs, he loofed from thence, and pro- 
ceeded to Rhodes, and came to an Anchor near 
the Haven; and being now not far diftant from 
Ephefus, the Thoughts of all his former Lofies 
attack’d him afrefh, his Country, his Parents, his 
Anrtutia, his Companions; and fetching a deep 
Sigh, “ O what a Misfortune is this, faid he, I 
“ fhall return to Ephefus alone, and my Parents 
ce will 
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* make a fruitlefs Expedition, and relate Adven- 
tures, perhaps, hardly credible, having no Wit- 
nefs of what I have fuffer’d: But take Courage, 
Azsrocomas, and when you have arriv’d at 
“* Ephefus, live, ’till you have erected a Tomb for 
her, fhed Tears for her,and perform’d her Fune- 
neral Rites, and then convey thy felf to her. 4 
Having thus faid, full of Cares, he enter’d the City 
of Rhodes, without knowing where he fhould ask for 
his Anruta, or how he fhould receive Suftinence.

Leucon and Ruopa, during their Stay at 
Rhodes, offer’d up their Gifts in the Temple of the 
Sux, near the Golden Armour formerly plac’d 
there, byAsrocomasand Anrura: They alf 
affix’d an Infcription, containing their Names in 
Letters of Gold; neither were their own Names 
wanting, as Prefenters. When Asrocomas fel! 
upon this Infcription by Accident (for he came to 
offer up his Prayers to the God) and read it, he 
perceiv'd the Good-will of his Servants, and caft- 
ing his Eye upon the Armour not far off, he ftood 
by them, and fighing, faid, “‘ Alas, how ftrangely- 
“ unfortunate am I,even to the laft Verge of Life! 
“ This Infcription, wherein both our Names are 
“¢ mention’d, is plac’d here by our Companions, 
“ What fhall I do here alone ? Where fhall I find 
<* out thofé whom I hold fo dear ?” Whiulft he 
was thus {peaking, with Tears in his Eyes, Lzv- 
con and Ruopa approach’d to offer up their 

Fs: N Prayers, 
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* will behold me without my Anruta: I ‘hall 
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Prayers, according to Cuftom. “They then faw 
Asrocomas ftanding by the Infcription, with 
his Eyes fix’d on the Armour, and not knowing 
the Reafon, were aftonifh’d why any Perfon fhould 
gaze fo intenfly on another's Gifts: And Leu- 
con, at laft,ask’d him, “ What can induce thee, 
< © Youth, to mourn at the Sight of Gifts which 
<¢ nothing concern thee? Whatare thefe to thee ? 
© How can the Names there infcrib’d, affect 
“ thee?” Axrrocomas reply’d, “ Mine, mine 
« are the Gifts of Leucon and Ruopba, whom, 
¢ unhappy Man, that I am, 1 neverthelefs hope 
< to fee with my ANTHIA. © : 





They were aftonifh’d at their hearing this, and 
knowing him, as well by his Voice and Habit, as 
by his Words, and the mention he made of An- 
rura, they both proftrated themfelves before him, 
and related all that had happen’d to them, their 
Journey from Tyre into Syria, Manro’s Wrath, 
their being deliver’d up and fold, their Paffage 
into Lycia, their Mafter’s Death, their Riches, and 
Return to Rhodes. They then conducted him to 
the Houfe where they dwelt, and gave him what- 
ever he defir’d; they attended him with the ut- 
moft Diligence, and exhorted him to reaffume his 
Courage, but nothing could affwage his Grief for 
the Lofs of his ANru1a, whofe Abfence he con- 
tinually lamented. 


While 
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While he tarried with his Companions at 
Rhodes, deliberating what they fhould do, Hip- 
porHous came to aRefolution to carry ANTHIA 
over from Italy to Ephefws, and reftore her to her 
Parents ; where, he alfo hop’d to hear fome News 
of Azrocomas, wherefore having put his whole 
Subftance on board a great Ship, he fet fail with 
Anruis, and by a favourable Gale, in a fhort 
Time, arriving at Rhodes by Night, took up their 
Lodgings at the Houle ofan old Woman near the 
Shore, named AtrH@a. They continued there 
that Night, defigning, as foon as the Dawn ap- 
pear’d, to proceed on their Voyage, but the next 
Day was a Feftival dedicated to the Sun, and ce- 
lebrated, by the Rhodians, with the utmoft publick 
Magnificence, the Pomp, the Sacrifices, and the 
Concourfe of the Citizens, being exceeding great. 
Lzeucon and Ruopa were then prefent, not fo 
much to partake of the publick Joy, as to enquire 
if any could give them Intelligence of ANruta, 
When Hippornons enter’d the Temple, and led 
her in: She fixing her Eyes on the Gifts, and re- 
membring former Accidents, “ O Sun, fays fhe, 
“ who regardeft all human Affairs, and only 
< flighteft me, a Wretch : When I was here be- 
“€ fore, I pay’d my Adoration to thee joyfully, 
< and offer’d Sacrifice with my AzpRocomas, 
& awd then I was happy indeed. Now my Free- 
<¢ dom is chang’d into Slavery, and my happy 
« Liberty into miferable Captivity: I fhall return 
to Ephefus alone, and fhew my felf to my Pa-

** rents without my Azrocomas.” Thus fhe 


continu’d her Expoftulations, weeping, and then 
intreated Hipporuous to fuffer her to cut off 
Part of her Hair, and offer it up to the Sun, with 
her Prayers for her Husband. He confented, and 
{he accordingly cut off as much as fhe could, and 
taking a fit Opportunity, when none were prefent, 
offer'd it, with an Infcription: For the Safety of 
ber Husband ABrocomas, ANTHIA dedicates this 
Gift to God: Which done, and her Prayers fi- 
nifh’d, fhe departed with Hiproruous. 


_Leucon and Ruopa, who attended the Tri- 
umph of the Day, no fooner enter’d the Temple, 
than cafting their Eyes upon this Gift, and, well 
knowing whofe it was, they kifs’d it, and wept, 
as if fhe her felf had been prefent , and they af 
terwards enquir’d every where, to fee, if it were 
poffible, to find her, for all the Rhodians remem- 
ber’d their Names, from the Time of their firit 
landing there.. Hearing no News of her, that Day, 
they departed home, to acquaint ABrocomas 
with what they had féen in the Temple. He could 
hardly be induc’d to believe a Thing fo ftrange, 
and fo fudden; however, he had now freth Hopes 

of recovering her. The following Day, the Sea 
being boifterous, and too dangerous to trutt to, 
ANTHIA again attended Hipeporuous tothe 
Temple, and looking on the Gifts, figh’d and 
wept, when Leucon and Ruopa enter’d. They 
had left Agprocomas at home, (for his Mind was 
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too violently agitated, by the News he had heard, 
to venture Abroad) As foon as they faw An- 
rHra, Whom they did not yet know, but by Con- 
jectures from particular Hints, her Love, her 
‘Tears, her Gift, her Name, her Form; they con- 
cluded it could be none but fhe, and falling down 
at her Feet, were ftruck dumb with Amazement. 
She was no lefs furpriz’d, whom they fhould be, 
or what they could mean; for fhe never expected 
to fee Leucon and Ruopa there. They, when 
their Spirits return’d, cry’d out, “ We are your 
** Servants, Lpucon and Ruopa, who begun 
“ the Voyage with you, and who were taken by 
** Pyrates along with you. But what good For- 
tune convey’d you hither? Cheer up your 
Heart, your Azrocomas is fafe in this City, 
and a conftant Mourner becaufé of your Ab- 
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“ fence.” Anruta was immediately truck with 


the News, and fearce recovering her felf, acknow- 
lede’d, faluted, and embrac’d them, and receiv’d 
full Information of every Thing relating to him. 


A great Concourle of the Rhodians came toge- 
ther, when they heard that Anruia was found 
* *, Azsrocomastrun thro’ the City like one 
diftracted, calling upon her, inceffantly, by Name, 
and, at laft, found her before the Temple of Is1s, 
where many of the Citizens were prefent. The 
Moment they met, they knew cach other, bya 
kind of mutual Sympathy of Souls, and after 

fome

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fome embracing, proftrated themfelves to the 


Barth. All the various Paffions and Affections 


of the Mind, now feiz’d tliem at once, Pleafure, 
Grief, Dread, the Memory of paft Accidents, and 
the Fear of future Contingencies. The common 
People, by loud Acclamations, proclaim’d this a 
joyful and happy Meeting, and invocated the 
Goddefs Is1s, faying, “ Lo! we now, once more, 
« behold AprocomasandAnrata,fo renownd 
“ for Beauty.” They, as foon as their Strength 
return’d, arofe, and ent’ring the Temple, deliver’d 
themfelves in this Wlannet ‘>. “To thee, Gene 
“ preme Goddefs, to Thee we give Thanks for 
“ our prefent Safety ; O thou for ever worthy 
“< of Adoration, receive our grateful Acknow- 
& ledgements!” They then proftrated themfelves 
at the Grove, and bow’d down before the Altar ; 
and being afterwards conducted home to Leu- 
con’s Houfe, where Hipporuous allo refided, 
they begun to make Preparations for their Voy- 


age to Ephefus. 


While they reclin’d at the Banquet, provided 
for thatSolemnity ; many and various were their 
Difcourfes, concerning what every one had done 
or fuffer’d, in which they {pent the Time of the 
Entertainment. When Night came on, they with- 

rew to Reft, cach as they defir'd, Leucon with 
Ruopa, Hipporuous with a beautiful Youth, 
named CiistHENES, who had accompanied him 
from Sicily, and Anrura with Anpocomas 
When 
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When deep Sleep had lock’d up the Senfes of all 
the reft, and a profound Silence reign’d every 


where, Anruia embracing her Azrocoma 35 


wept, and faid, “ O my dear Spoufé and Lord, 
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have I, at laft, receiv’d you into thefe Arms 
again, after I have undergone fo many Dan- 
gers by Land and Sea ; after I have efcap’d the 
Threats of Robbers, the Treachery or Pirates, 
the Injury of Bawds, Chains, Dungeons, Poi- 
fon, and the Tomb? Tam ftill the fame, my 
ABRocomaAS, as.when I was torn from Thee 
at Tyre, and hurried into Syria: None could 
prevail upon me to be falfé to thee, not M z- 
Ris in Syria, not PeriLaus in Cilicia, not 
Psamnis, nor Poryipus in egypt, not An- 
CHIALUS in e#thiopia, nor my old MiftrefS at 
Tarentum. I contriv’d all Means imaginable to 
keep my felf chafte for thy Sake: And hatt 
thou, my Azrocomas, ftill preferv’d thy 
Vows? Did ever any Woman appear more 
beautiful, in thy Eyes, than thy Anruya ? 
Did none endeavour to tempt thee to be for- 
etful of thy Oathand me?” Thys faying, 


fhe ever and anon kifs’d him, and he reply’d, 
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To thee I {wear, by this long defir’d, but 
{carce expected Day, that fince our parting, no 
Charms have ever attraéted my Eyes, nor any 
Woman, whom I have feen, pleas’d me:

ries of their Sufferings, which each readily be- 
liev’d, becaufe the Truth of them was what they 
moft defir’d. 


When it was Day, they embarkd, and all 
Things being ready, they departed, the whole 
Multitude of the Rhodians attending them’ to the 
Shore, but Hipporuous only follow’d them, 
carrying CrisrHENES, and his Subftance along 
with him : Ina few Days they arriv’d at Ephefus. 
The whole City had already heard of their Safe- 
ty, and waited their Approach. When they 
gain’d the Shore, they immediately, in the fame 
Habit they then wore, enter’d the Temple of D1- 
ana. .Many Prayers were then offer’d, many Sa- 
crifices flain, and many Gifts prefented to the 
Goddef$, mark’d with Infcriptions of what they 
had done or fuffer’d. Thefe were no fooner per- 
form’d, than they return’d into the City, and 
rear'd fumptuous Monuments for their Parents, 
whom they found dead, either by old Age, or 
Anguifh of Heart. The remaining part of their 
Lives was one continued Scene of Joy; every Day 
refembling a Feftival. To Lzucon and Ruopa, 
their Companions, all their Goods were common; 
- and Hipporuous refolv’d to fpend the reft of 
his Days there; wherefore, having ereéted a ftate- 
ly Tomb for Hyprranru E; inthe Ifland Lesbos: 
He adopted Citsruenes his Son, and liv’d at 
Ephefus, with Azrocomas and ANTHIA. 
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
